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The 1985 Daytona 200 will be 
limited to Superbikes and the 
Formula One class will be rele- 
gated to support-event status. The 
schedule includes two 50-mile 
Battle of the Twins races and a 
100-mile Formula One race on 
Friday, March 8; a 75-mile For- 
mula Two event and a Supercross 
on March 9; and the all-Superbike 
Daytona 200 on March 10. Full 
report on page 33. 


Reactions to the announcement that 
the Daytona 200 would be a Super- 
bike race in 1985 varied. “It’s probab- 
ly the best thing that ever happened 
to the sport,” said two-time Super- 
bike Champion Wes Cooley. “I think 
you'll see more of the manufacturers 
want to get into the sport. Bill France 
is making it like NASCAR.” Roberto 
Pietri said “I think it’s gonna be bet- 
ter. We've been drawing good crowds 
for the Superbike race at the big races, 
and more people coming to the races 
ride bikes that look like Superbikes. 
It will get the manufacturers involved, 
and give more riders more rides.” But 
David Aldana said ““That’s the dumb- 
est thing I ever heard, and it proves 
that Bill France tells the AMA what 
to do.” 


It appeared as though Cagiva’s 
Corrado Maddii was a Shoo-in for 
the 125cc MX World Champion- 
ship crown going into the final 
round of the ‘84 series, the August 
12 Luxembourg GP. Maddii held a 
30-point lead over fellow Italian 
Michele Rinaldi, but his hopes for 
the title ended when he suffered a 
broken leg in practice. Suzuki's 
Rinaldi then turned in a 1-4 day to 
win the title by three points over 
sidelined Maddii, 302 to 299. 
Michel Fanton (Apr) was second in 
Luxembourg, while Alain Lejeune 
(Suz) was third overall. 





The big winners at the NMA Grand 
National Championship in Ponca 
City were: Bobby Moore, in the 83cc 
Stock Expert class; Eddie Hicks in 
the 83cc Modified Expert class; Mike 
Healey, in the 105cc class; Ed Warren, 
in the 125cc Stock Pro class; Rodney 
Barr, in the 125cc Modified Pro class; 
Larry Brooks, in the 250cc Pro class; 
and Jimmy Button, who won both 
the Stock and Modified Jr. Cycle 
classes. Complete story and photos 
next week. 


More Ponca City notes: Kawasaki 
revealed its complete line-up of 
‘85 KX motocrossers. Heading the 
list is the all-new, water-cooled 
KX500 and the reworked, restyled 
KX250 — gone is the rear fender/ 
number plate combo. The KX125 
looks fairly similar to last year’s 
125, while the KX80 and 60 take 
on many refinements. Next week 
we'll have photos of the new Ka- 
wasakis and more technical data. 


More Ponca City notes: Also revealed 
was the new ‘85 KTM 250 moto- 
crosser. It features upside down forks, 
a sano-looking front disc-brake sys- 
tem and a claimed dry weight of 209 
pounds. We will also have photos 
and more information on the new 
KTM next week. 


There is a chance Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward may ride the 500cc MX GPs 
next year. Rumors have been float- 
ing through Europe that Honda 
may pick up Kawasaki's Georges 
Jobe as a member of their 1985 
GP MX team. Kawasaki GP team 
manager Alec Wright was recently 
quoted in Britain’s Trials & Moto- 
cross News as saying, “If Honda 
does pick up Jobe, then it leaves 
us with two options — either with- 
draw from the 500cc GPs entirely 
or bring over a top American.” 
Wright added they “would want 
someone at the top — and that 
means Ward.”

Eddie Lawson is World 
Champ 


ANDERSTORP, SWEDEN, AUG. 12 
Eddie Lawson rode his Team Marlboro Yamaha to victory in the 
Swedish GP’s 500cc race to put a lock on the World Championship 
crown. Lawson, who had tied with Honda’s Raymond Roche as 
second fastest qualifier behind Honda’s Ron Haslam, passed Roche 
on the last lap to take the win. Haslam was forced to retire from the 
race due to mechanical problems incurred while leading. 

The win gave Lawson his first-ever World Championship title and 
Yamaha their first since 1980 when Kenny Roberts won his third 


consecutive crown. 


Ironically, Lawson took the lead from Roche in the same corner 
where Roberts and Freddie Spencer had their incident in last year’s 
Swedish GP. Roche, like Roberts did last year, ran off the track in 
that corner while Lawson stayed on the track and took over the lead 
and went on to win by three seconds. 

Honda’s Randy Mamola, the only rider with a chance to overtake 
Lawson in the point standings, was forced to retire from the race due 
to a sticking throttle cable which caused him to run off the track. 

Roche finished second to Lawson while Wayne Gardner (Hon) was 
third. Takazumi Katayama (Hon) fourth, and Rob McElnea (Suz) fifth. 

Lawson’s World Championship-clinching point total is now 134. 
Mamolais second in the point standings with 96, while Roche moved 
into a tie for third with sidelined former World Champion Freddie 


Spencer at 87 points each. 


Wrangler pulls out 
of Supercross 


TUCKER, GA, AUG. 13 

Wrangler, the sportswear manufacturing division of Bluebell Inc., 
has informed Insport that effective October 1 they are withdrawing 
their sponsorship of Supercross events. 

Tom Mueller of ProSports, the public relations firm that handles 
Wrangler Supercross Series publicity, said, “The withdrawal is due 
to budget in Wrangler’s special events department. Wrangler’s David 
Allen informed Insport’s Gene Trobaugh of the decision in a letter last 
week. Wrangler will, of course, award rider point fund money as 
previously announced. There is no truth to a rumor that has the funds 
Wrangler spent on Supercross being devoted to drag racing next 
year. Again, the decision to pull out of Supercross racing is strictly 
based on budgetary considerations.” 

This year marked the third consecutive year that Wrangler posted 
point fund money for motocross competitors, plus spent considera- 
ble sums of money promoting events. Wrangler first posted $75,000 
in point fund money in 1982 when the series was sanctioned by the 
AMA. Sanctioning switched to Insport this year and Wrangler’s 





point fund totaled $125,000.

Hakon Carlqvist will be 
retained, with fellow Swede Leif Pers- 
son the most likely candidate for the 
other spot since his contract with 
Husqvarna is up at the end of ‘84. 


Still more shuffling. Honda’s Andre 
Vromans may not be retained on 
the team for ‘85, and is rumored to 
be headed to Suzuki for an assault 
on the 500cc MX GPs. Michele 
Rinaldi may also ride the 500cc 
GPs for the team, which is expected 
to have additional backing from a 
cigarette manufacturer. 


Earl Bowlby (BSA) set a new hill 
record on his way to the 750cc class 
win in the August 5 Invitational 
Hillclimb of Champions held at Mt.

California Wilderness bill 
endangers B-to-V

LONG BEACH, CA, AUG. 13 


Cycle News has learned that the California Wilderness bill, a com- 
promise worked out between Senators Alan Cranston and Pete Wil- 
son and passed by the Senate August 9, now endangers the Barstow- 
to-Vegas desert race that ran in 1983 after a nine-year battle to revive 


it. 


The bill has nothing specific to do with the desert. What it does 
specify is “wilderness management” for the Mono Lake Scenic Area. 
That means no vehicles, no multiple use; walk or stay out. 

There is only one other Scenic Area designated in the United 
States. It is the Eastern Mojave Scenic Area, and it encompasses 
more than a third of the Barstow-to-Vegas course. 

Once the “wilderness management” is specified by law for one 
scenic area, the example is set and the entire Eastern Mojave Scenic 
Area could be turned into a wilderness by local Bureau of Land 


Management officials. 


The U.S. House of Representatives passed a California Wilderness 
Bill, authored by the late Philip Burton, several years ago. It has taken 
this long for a measure to pass the Senate. 

The Congress just adjourned for its annual August recess. When it

an updated version of the proto- 
type single-shock Husky MXer at 
the Millville (Minnesota) National 
MX on August 5.The motor has 
been upped to 490cc from the 
previous 430cc displacement, and 
the transmission is now a five- 
speed rather than the four-speed 
used in the earlier version. While 
the front fork is the same unit used 
on 1984 Husqvarnas, the lower 
triple clamp has been machined 
from a solid piece of aluminum. 


Southern California’s Angeles Na- 
tional Forest reported July 25 that 
only three of its off-road riding areas 
are open; this due to high fire danger. 
The three are Rowher Flat, San Ga- 
briel Canyon and Littlerock. 


According to a press release from 
the Canadian Motorcycle Associ- 
ation (CMA), plans to send Cana- 
dian teams to the Motocross/Tro- 
phee des Nations as well to the 
Trials des Nations have been can- 
celed. Following a meeting of the 
CMA board of national directors, 
the announcement was made that 
“funds which would have normally 
been available to assist such pro- 
jects have been diverted to the 
retention of legal counsel required 
to defend the various assaults made 
on the association by outside 
groups. In addition, staff time 
which would have been available 
to work on obtaining sponsors, 
organizing, etc., has also been de- 
voted to the preparation of a for- 
mal legal position against these 
assaults.” Plans to send a team to 
the ISDE are continuing, but with- 
out the financial backing of the 
CMA. 


Americans Phil Larson and Eric Eaton 
rode the August 5 500cc MX GP in 
Belgium, with the pair finishing 11th 
and 13th, respectively, in the first 
moto. Both riders were refused per- 
mission to ride the second moto since 
they failed to get their Hondas into 
the parc ferme 20 minutes before the 
start time. 


Dan Bolle Racing is the latest pri- 
vateer MX team to hit the National 
MX/Supercross circuit. Dan Bolle, 
the man behind the team, is a 
landscaping contractor from Gar- 
dena, California, who decided he 
wanted to get behind a pair of rid- 
ers — Erik Kehoe and Ed Arnet — 
and *‘see how far they could go.’’ 
Bolle added that he took a year off 
from his business and put over 
$50,000 into the racing effort, 
and the riders get full support. 


The Lineaweaver family of northern 
California reports that Kevin Gardner, 
20, an employee of Cycle Gear in 
Richmond, was seriously injured ina 
July 29 trailriding accident. Gardner 
crashed off a 30-foot ledge, and Gard- 
ner remains in intensive care, fight- 
ing for his life. He is unable to 
breathe on his own and his neck is 
broken, although the extent of his 
paralysis is unknown. With the hos- 
pital bills at $2500 a day, the Line- 
aweavers have established a Kevin 
Gardner Fund, and they are also cal- 
ling for cards, letters and prayers. 
Donations and two of the latter three 
may be sent care of them at 2458 
Wright Ave., Pinole, CA 94564.

Insensitive. Who can say what 
that word means these days? 
Motorcyclists’ advocate Russ 
Sanford was forced to resign 
his position as Deputy Director in 
charge of the Off-Highway Vehicle 
Program by California Department 
of Parks and Recreation Department 
Director William Briner. Why? Be- 
cause Sanford wrote — although it 
was never circulated — a memo, and 
among other things, it called a gay 
street bike club a gay street bike club. 
Briner said the memo was “‘insensi- 
tive.” 

Cycle News has obtained a copy of 
the memo. The insensitive charge is 
just so much cowdung. The memo 
addresses legitimate issues, such as 
use of OHV facilities by groups who 
have contributed nothing toward the 
subsidized, lower, fee structure. 

Even the question of sexual prefer- 
ence was a legitimate issue. Sanford 
was never judgemental, but some res- 
idents around the Hollister Hills 
SVRA — where a gay street bike club 
camped and cavorted for three days 
— are not so liberally understanding 
of alternative lifestyles. Quite the 
opposite. The last thing any family 
heading to an OHV facility for a fun 
day or weekend needs is to get caught 








in the middle of a violent confronta- 
tion. 

Still, Briner charges that Sanford 
was “insensitive.” 

Briner still has his job. By a bare 
one-vote plurality, the State Senate 
approved his appointment. And it 
took two roll calls to get it. 

Back in May, when Briner’s con- 
firmation was before the Senate Rules 
Committee, he didn’t deny that he 
had used terms like “nigger” and 
“jap” when speaking publicly. He 
simply said, “I apologize.” 

Who's “insensitive?” You judge. 
But don’t be insensitive.

After Wes Cooley was disquali- 
fied from the Superbike results 
at Laguna Seca — his bike was 
found to be too light — Yoshi- 
mura R&D of America’s Advertising 
and Public Relations Director Jim 
Gianatsis issued a statement to the 
press claiming that the bike Cooley 
rode was legal with Dunlop tires and 
light with Michelin tires. As the 
statement had it, Cooley’s bike was 
well over the minimum weight when 
fitted with Dunlop slicks made in 
Japan. But, according to the state- 
ment, the team switched to Michelin 
tires at the track and the Michelins 
were ‘“‘significantly lighter than the 
Dunlops...some four-six pounds 
each.” 

That's what made Cooley’s bike too 
light, the statement said. 

It sounds reasonable, but it isn’t 
true. 

Cooley’s mechanics switched from 
a 3.25/4.25-18 KR133 Dunlop front 
and a 3.75/6.50-18 KR133 Dunlop 
rear to an 11/64-18 SF11 Michelin 
frontand a 16/70-18 Michelin SB1145 
rear. 

Put onascale, an identical Dunlop 
front weighed 8.0 pounds, the rear 
14.2 pounds. The Michelin front 
weighed 8.0 pounds, the rear 15.2

“‘Easy’’ Supercross tracks 


There have been several comments 
in the motorcycle press and around 
the industry about the track utilized 
at the Pasadena Supercross this year. 

Since this is a professional sport we 
must always try to maximize the 
audience numbers and satisfy their 
desire for an exciting show, as they 
pay (along with the sponsors) for the 
cost of staging the events. Our inter- 
ests in creating an exciting event lead 
us to the faster, more open, (less 
obstacles) track at the Rose Bowl. 

We have carefully evaluated what 
makes the greatest excitement and 
fan reaction. It clearly is when one 
rider challenges the leader; the closer 
that challenge is to the end of cham- 
pionship final, the more excitement 
and fan reaction there is. 

From Anaheim through Orlando, 
our tracks were technically very diffi- 
cult, so much so that nearly half the 
riders were unable to really ride com- 
petitively. Although we tried a var- 
iety of course layouts, including a 
somewhat easier course at Pontiac, 








Saturday night the results were nearly 
all the same. One rider would break 
out toa lead and never be challenged. 

This leads us to try a more open 
course. We felt a faster course might 
create closer competition, especially 
near the end of the final race. 

You may recall that the main event 
at Pasadena was a very exciting duel 
between Glover and Ward from the 
middle of the final up to the end 
when Ward got past Glover on the 
18th lap and hung on to win. 

Having attended all the Supercross 
races this year, I assure you that the 
excitement generated by the final 
race at Pasadena was 10 times greater 
than all the others (except the Pon- 
tiac-Hannah win). 

While I can’t say that the “easy” 
track was the absolute only reason for 
the exciting final, we feel it was defi- 
nitely a factor. Also, it now appears 
that the track was a little less of a test 
than it could have been; however, 
juding by the enormous crowd re- 
sponse, the event was a real success in 
terms of excitement. 

We are continuing to fine-tune our 
track design, as Buffalo was some- 
what more difficult than Pasadena; 
our next event, at Boston, will be a 
more challenging course in an effort 
to find the right balance of speed and 
obstacles to create an exciting event.

Ward, Lechien, 
Glover dust the 
field in Colorado

LAKEWOOD, CO, AUG. 12 

Jeff Ward and Ron Lechien scored double- 
moto wins in their 125 and 250cc wins at the 
Coors-sponsored National MX held at the 
Lakewood Motorsports Park. The only split- 


second moto to take the battle 
from Honda’s David Bailey, but 


moto decision went to Yamaha’s 
Broc Glover as he won the

David Bailey played it smart and rode to take the title. The guarantee is a 





slim one point, but all that’s necessary. 





Bailey won the war by clinching the 
500cc AMA National MX Champion- 
ship with one event in the series left 
to go. 

Only Bailey could clinch a title. In 
a Honda versus Yamaha battle, Rick 
Johnson and his YZ finished second 
to Lechien both times and so carries a 
three-point advantage into the final 
round at Washougal, Washington. 
Likewise, Kawasaki's Ward could only 
pull six more points clear of Honda’s 
Johnny O'Mara, who turned in two 
seconds and trails Ward by 18 points 
going into the final round. 

The penultimate round of the ser- 
ies was played out on a track built 
just in the last five weeks after pro- 
moter Ben Cox received approval to 
use the land. It was located on the 
side of a hill and featured lots of nat- 
ural terrain items like dips, off- 
cambers, uphills and downhills. It 
also featured soil characteristic of 
Colorado; i.e., dusty. Very dusty. Rider 
vision was often hampered, but ap- 
proximately 8000 spectators came to 
see the racing. 


250cc 


It was to be Lechien’s day; he 
showed it right from the beginning 
by snagging the holeshot in the first 
moto. Liles and Johnson trailed him, 
and after some position sorting, Kawa- 
saki’s Kent Howerton held fourth 
over Yamaha privateer Jim Holley, 
Suzuki’s Scott Burnworth, Team 
Tamm Honda rider Jeff Hicks and 
Yamaha’s Keith Bowen. Team Hon- 
da’s Bob Hannah, second the week 
before, was back in 12th and Suzuki 
teamster Mark Barnett was even 
further back. 

In the next two laps the top four 
were stable, but Hannah wasn’t. 
Looking like the Hurricane of old, he 
slashed his way to seventh on lap two 
and sixth on the next circuit. Holley 
dropped back to eighth behind Burn- 
worth, Hicks to ninth behind Team 
Tamm’s Alan King, and Barnett was 
up to 12th. 

The top three ran in sight of each 
other for the first part of the race, and 
by the fifth lap, had an 11-second lead 
on fourth, which belonged to Han- 
nah after passing Howerton the lap 
before. Barnett was up to 10th and 
setting his plans for two more vic- 
tims: Yamaha privateer Scooter Staf- 
ford and Bowen. 

Just before the 15-minute mark 
Johnson was up to challenge Liles 
for the runner-up slot. Challenge he 
did, passing the Team Green gradu- 
ate on a steep, jump-laden downhill. 

By lap eight Lechien had a five- 
second lead on Johnson. That closed 
right up when Lechien dropped it 
momentarily, but Lechien re-estab- 
lished the margin by the time the 30- 








minute plus-two-lap race was over. 
Johnson finished second with Liles 
third. 

Hannah, Howerton and Burnworth 
were firmly established in 4-5-6 slots. 
The most action on the track during 
the final laps — at least what could be 
seen through the dust — was a battle 
for seventh between King and Bar- 
nett. Barnett caught King with two 
laps to go and they went back and 
forth several times. Finally the ver- 
dict was awarded to the “Bomber.” 
Rounding out the top 10 were Bowen 
and Suzuki Support rider George 
Holland. 

Lechien made the second-moto start 
a near instant replay as he jetted into 
the lead ahead of Holley, Howerton, 
Johnson, Liles, King and Barnett. 
Hannah was waaaay back, running 
somewhere between 25th and 30th. 

By the end of the first lap the top 
three was the same as the previous 
moto: Lechien, Johnson and Liles. 
Howerton ran fourth ahead of Bowen, 
Barnett, Holley and King. 

Lechien was really on-form in this 
race, jumping to a seven-second lead 
at the one-third marker. Johnson was 
also pulling away from Liles, who 
was faced with the fact that Bowen 
had passed Howerton and was start- 
ing to catch up. 

Lap eight, the two-thirds marker, 
was when Bowen made his move and 
swept past for third. The two stayed 
close all the way to the white flag lap, 
and that was when they tangled over 
ajump with Bowen getting the worst 
of it. He fell, remounted, and limped 
home seventh. 

Lechien had a substantial lead (ap- 
proximately half a minute) lead as 
he, Johnson and Liles repeated their 
first-moto performances for the same 
overall. Howerton was fourth for the 
same pay-off. This time King came 
up on top of a last-lap duel with Bar- 
nett, and his 8-5 beat Barnett’s 7-6 for 
fifth overall. 

Hannah's long road back carried 
him to 10th in moto two, as he was 
nearly lapped by Lechien. His 4-10 
was good for seventh overall ahead of 
Burnworth (6-9), Bowen (9-7) and 
Holland (10-8). 

“I got two great starts, and every- 
thing went fine after that,” said 
Lechien. “No problems other than a 
little fall in the first moto. Nothing at 
all.”

For the past three Nationals, Ward 
has won by taking the second moto; 
so it was somewhat surprising to see 
him holeshot the first. Suzuki Sup- 
port rider Rick Ryan followed Ward’s 
tracks; tracked in turn by O’Mara and 
Yamaha Support pilot Mike “Lite” 

















Ricky Johnson was looking good, but couldn’t match Lechien’s pace. 
Johnson leads the points by three with one round left. 





Beier. 

The field began to form a steady 
parade in the next few laps as Honda 
riders Guy Cooper and A.J. Whiting 
joined the top six. By the sixth lap 
Ward was encountering lapped traf- 
fic. At the same juncture, O’Mara, 
who had passed Ryan for second, was 
faced with a nine-second deficit. 

Whiting had taken fourth from 
Beier, but to get to third he would 
have to be 14 seconds and then some 
faster than Ryan. Cooper was fifth 
ahead of Yamaha rider Rodney Smith. 

At the checkered the first three were 
as they were. With five laps left to go 
Cooper and Beier had demoted Whit- 
ing from fourth to sixth. Suzuki pilot 
Gary Bowman had come from almost 
nowhere to occupy seventh ahead of 
Suzuki rider Doug Dubach, Smith 
and Honda-mounted Erik Kehoe. 

O'Mara knew that with only one 
round left he had to start making up 
points on Ward, and so it was that he 
muscled his way through turn one to 
take the lead. Whiting, Ward, Beier 
and Kehoe led the pursuit. 

Ward was second before two laps 
were complete, and Kehoe saw his 
hopes of a top placing go dim when 
he coasted off the track with mechan- 
ical ills before three laps were done. 

While O'Mara was putting distance 
on Ward and Ward the same on the 
pack, the pack behind them ran on 
the following order; Kehoe, Beier, 
Yamaha rider Jim Anderson, Smith, 
Bowman and Cooper. A lap later 
Cooper bit it hard off a jump and was 
almost hit by a couple of riders in the 
heavy dust. He did remount and con- 
tinue, however. 

The next four laps featured Bow- 
man advancing from seventh to fifth 
and Mike Crane moving his Kawa- 
saki into the top eight. 

With five laps remaining Ward 
began advancing on O’ Mara and sud- 
denly the O’Show’s lead was less than 
two seconds. What followed was some 
of the best racing of the day as Ward 
stuffed O’Mara for the lead in a 
corner, doing it more as a warning as 
he knew O’Mara would repass over 
the next jump and he did. 

Ward took the lead on the next 
straight, and held it despite O’Mara’s 
best efforts, even pulling a little at the 
very end. The Kawasaki teamster took 
the checkered for his first sweep of the 
season. 








Behind them Kehoe finished third 
ahead of Beier, Bowman and Ryan, 
whose strong ride at the end of the 
race to place sixth was overlooked 
with the Ward/O’Mara fight. Ander- 
son finished seventh ahead of Smith, 
Dubach and Crane. 

Overall Ryan was third ahead of 
Beier, Kehoe and Bowman. 

“It was good to win both motos 
and get a little extra point spread 
going into Washougal,” said Ward, 
grasping a large steerhorn trophy. “I 
won the first moto, and then when I 
saw Johnny in the second I decided to 
go for it. I’ve been winning the second 


_all the time and Johnny knows it.” 


Asked what it meant to him that 
his 1-1 and Bailey’s 1-2 had tightened 
up the point spread in the AMA's 
Grand National MX Championship, 
Ward said, “Its nice but I’m not 
going to worry about it. We’re going 
for the 125cc National title. You can’t 
control the other one. It would be 
different if I was racing David Bailey.” 


500cc 


When a rider with a number one 
plate wins each moto it’s usually 
good for a sweep of the class. Not so 
in the 500s this year. 

Bailey, wearing the blue and gold 
plate of the Wrangler Grand National 
Champion, led Glover, wearing the 
yellow and black plate as the defend- 
ing 500cc National Champ, Kawasa- 
ki’s Goat Breker and Honda rider 
Mickey Kessler into the first turn. 

Bailey also led every lap of the first 
moto. Glover never let off the pres- 
sure, but neither could he find a way 
past. Breker had a very lonely ride, 
soon well back of the leading duo and 
well in front of a good battle for 
fourth, fifth, etc. 

Micky Dymond, riding the factory 
Husky single-shocker, went from sev- 
enth to fourth in the first three laps 
with Kessler and Yamaha riders Scott 
Manning and Mark Murphy running 
behind him. 

It was the last two laps before Bai- 
ley could break Glover's shadow, get- 
ting past four lapped riders in one 
swoop while the Yamaha rider was 
denied a clean pass and ended up 
having to use two corners and two 
straights. That was all the edge Bai- 
ley needed. 

Also late in the race was Manning’s 
pass on Dymond to take over fourth.

Kessler was sixth, followed by 
Murphy, Yamaha rider Tim Coombs, 
Honda rider Terry Hubbs and Yama- 
ha pilot Pete Snorteland. 

In the second moto Bailey again 
had his water-cooled works RC Honda 
to turn one first. Glover and Breker 
again followed, but ina steep section 
on the hillside Glover found a way 
around Bailey and took it. 

Behind the front three, Michael 
Larson and Kessler were leading the 
way with Hondas, with local favor- 
ites Terry Kyle and James Knupp 
running 6-7 on Yamahas. Manning, 
riding a Yamaha Support/Hi-Point/ 
Scott Goggles-backed YZ, was eighth 
but on the move. Another solid rider, 
Dymond, crashed on the first lap and 
had his work cut out for him. 

Bailey stayed close to Glover for 
the first half of the race, but then, 
with the title safely in hand, appar- 
ently decided to cool it. As a result, 
Glover’s lead soon stretched to about 
30s seconds. 

Glover saw the checkered flag first 
for his first overall win of the ’84 sea- 
son. But Bailey saw something more 
important when he saw mechanic 
Cliff White’s pit board on the last 
lap. It read: “500 Champ.” 

Breker had another lonely ride in 
third. In a show to delight the Colo- 
rado crowd, Knupp nudged Larson 
out of fourth, where he was followed 
by Manning, Murphy, Dymond (a 
nice recovery), Snorteland and Kessler. 

Manning's 4-6 gave him top pri- 
vateer honors at fourth overall, ahead 
of Dymond, Murphy and Snorteland. 

“We changed the gearing between 
motos,” said Glover, and it really 
helped a lot. Plus getting out in front 
got me out of the dust which as really 
bad in the first moto. I know David 





didn’t want to let me have the overall 
without a fight, but when you've got 
the championship...” e

Round 7 


Merkel runs away at 


Portland

PORTLAND, OR, AUG. 12 


Flyin’ Fred Merkel won both legs of the Bea- 
verton Honda 100, a pair of 30-mile sprints 
that added up to 60 miles/100 kilometers of 
racing. But the racing wasn’t for first place: 


Merkel was never challenged, 
never passed, and barely seen 
by the rest of the field gathered 
at Portland International Race- 
way. 


Merkel’s margin for victory in the 
first 16-lap leg was 30 seconds — 
almost two seconds a lap — and his 
margin of victory in the second leg 
was 32 seconds — exactly two seconds 
a lap. 

It figures. When Merkel lacks com- 
petition, he races with himself. “We 
try to go faster every time we go toa 
track,” said Merkel’s mechanic, Mike 
Velasco, who, along with engine 
builder Merlyn Plumlee, attended to 
Merkel’s Honda VF750F Interceptor 
race bike and a nearly-identical spare. 
They did. Merkel’s fastest lap in the 
first leg was 1 minute 13.73 seconds; 
his fastest second-leg time was 1:13.26. 


The only man who’s given Merkel 
any competition lately — Wes Coo- 
ley — sat at the top of the racetrack 
tower with announcer Larry Huffman, 
adding color commentary during the 
races. Yoshimura R&D of America 
isn’t racing outside California this 
year, so Cooley had no Superbike to 
ride. He was at the track because he 
had loaded his truck with a squadron 
of F-2 bikes before leaving California 
for Pocono. The hauled-for-cash ma- 
chines helped Cooley pay for his trip 
east, but forced him to travel to next 
week’s Sears Point National via the 
Portland Pro-Am. 

Merkel won his heat race, easily, 
ahead of Canadian Rueben McMur- 
ter, Mike Harth and Rich Oliver, 
Oliver almost getting Harth with a 
big drive off the last corner that had 
his Kawasaki hopping and wobbling 
to the finish line; but not quite 
enough.

eat, just barely ahead of Roberto 





Pietri, who drove hard off the last 
turn in a straight line for the finish, 
scaring the standing-mid-track-with- 
the-flag starter but not getting past 
McDonald. Pietri had passed McDon- 
ald on the last lap in the fourth turn, 
but lost the lead again on the back 
straight; he almost got underneath 
McDonald again entering the last 
turn, then tried to win the drag-race 
to the finish line. 

Local star Randy Skiver, known 
for winning Castle Rock TTs on a 
Triumph in the mid-70s, was closer 
to Pietri and McDonald than any- 
body would have guessed he could 
be, considering his near-stock-engine, 
stock-brakes Interceptor. 

Superbike racing these days is seri- 
ous business. Merkel has full-time 
mechanics paid to prepare his bikes; 
Merkel gets a salary and all expenses 
and bonus money from American 
Honda for wins. 

McDonald gets no salary and runs 
a privateer effort. But he’s got a full- 
time mechanic — Larry Kano — and 
gets advice and maybe a little back- 
door help from his older brother 
Phil, who’s paid by Honda to tune 
Mike Baldwin's F-1 RS500 and Sam’s 
F-2 RS250R. 

Roberto Pietri is a self-supported 
privateer, spending his own money 
to race, with two paid mechanics. 
They suspect their VF750F is slower 
than McDonald's because they can’t 
always buy new HRC parts as quickly 
as McDonald gets them. 

McMutrter travels with a couple of 
friends but is often seen with wrenches 
in hand, working on his own VF750F; 
ditto Rich Oliver and his KZ750 
Kawasaki. 

Then there’s Mike Harth, who, 
after having nothing but trouble with 
his Interceptor, finally bit the bullet 
and paid Ken Augustine to build the 
engine with new parts. He came to 
the race with one mechanic. 





And finally there are guys like 
John Williams and Terry Hampton 
and most everybody else, building 
and tuning and riding their own 
bikes. 

Often it’s possible to determine 
where different riders will finish by 
looking at the size and seriousness of 
their effort. Sometimes other factors 
enter into the equation: privateer 
Dale Quarterley is well-supported 
with an engine builder and sponsor- 
ship money but rides a Kawasaki in- 
stead of the faster Hondas. He charges 
hard to make up for it, but missed 
Portland because he broke his collar- 
bone over-riding a Ninja ata Willow 
Springs club race — in practice. 

I digress. 

More to the point, Williams missed 
the race entirely after a crash in F-2 
practice. McDonald rode hurt, witha 
damaged elbow and knee after his 
own crash in F-2 practice. 

Oliver was hurt, too, barely able to 
bend his leg enough to use the foot- 
pegs at day’s start, unaffected by day’s 
end. His problem? He looped out his 
KX80 in a parking lot the weekend 
before, and underwent four hours of 
knee surgery before leaving for Port- 
land. He rode with stitches. Rode 
damn hard, too: Merkel led the first 
lap of the first Superbike leg, but 
right behind was Rich Oliver on his 
KZ750, ahead of guys and bikes he 
shouldn’t even have been able to run 
with, McMurter and McDonald, 
Harth and Pietri close behind. 

Oliver was in third by the third lap, 
Merkel long gone and McMurter pull- 
ing ahead, too. Pietri was up from 
sixth and behind Oliver for just a lap; 
then he, too was past. 

But not gone. Oliver stayed in the 
big draft formed by Pietri and 
McMurter. Pietri closed up on 
McMurter; Oliver stayed just behind 
Pietri. McMurter led Pietri; Pietri 
passed; McMurter passed back. 

At the finish it was Merkel, Pietri, 
McMurter, Oliver, then McDonald 
and Harth and Jeff Haney; then local 
boys, Keith Pinkstaff (Suz) and Skiver; 
then Jeff Haney. 

There's a series of esses leading 
onto the back straight at Portland, 
and it was there — as well as on the 
straights themselves — that the power 
Plumlee and Velasco had built into 
Merkel’s bike showed. Merkel’s engine 
featured a dry clutch, small and light 
and good for fast tracks, compared to 
the larger, flywheel-like wet clutch 
Plumlee and Velasco give Merkel at 
tracks requiring more grunt and less 
peak power. This engine was built to 
spin, to steam down straights. You 
could hear it, coming through those 
esses. Merkel would accelerate, the 
engine gaining speed, the exhaust 
note orderly in its rise. 





Then the note changed and the 
revs double-timed their rate of accel- 
eration as the bike broke the rear tire 
loose, the bike not sideways, not out 
of control, just skimming the rear 
tire; the engine sought to move the 
bike forward faster than tire adhesion 
could bear. 

Merkel exited the esses onto the 
straight with the rear tire spinning, 
the bike leaping forward with a dif- 
ference — compared to the others — 
the naked eye could see. 

McMurter’s bike did it a little, too, 
in one spot; but not like Merkel’s, not 
out of one curve and through the next 
and on to the straight. 

Merkel’s bike spun the rear wheel 
as much in the second leg as it did in 
the first, and he won again. This time 
McDonald, who came through the 
first heat pretty well, was up to charg- 
ing, so he charged. The battle behind 
Merkel involved Pietri, McDonald 
and McMurter. 

Oliver wasn’t there, losing the big 
draft in a private battle for fourth 
with Harth, finally getting past Harth 
two laps from the end when Harth’s 
bike momentarily ran out of gas on 
the straight, way too late to catch the 
fast freight down the straight. 

So the three — McDonald, Pietri, 
McMurter — traded places and drafted 
and out-broke each other. McMurter 
had a favorite place to pass, diving 
underneath McDonald entering the 
last right-hander. 

(We've got a turn like that at a track 
back home,” McMurter would say 
later, “and I thought to myself ‘I’ve 
been here before.’ I just ran it in there 
and hoped I wasn’t jumping him in 
there.’’) 

McMurter made that pass several 
laps in a row, but on the second- 
from-last lap he really had to come 
from behind to make it again — 
McDonald had pulled some distance 
— but somehow did it again, just 
getting underneath McDonald. 

They passed the white flag, head- 
ing on the last lap, McMurter ahead 
of McDonald, trying to hold him off 
on the straight, which is where 
McDonald always re-took second. 

McMutter did a pretty good job — 
he was still in second when his bike 

dropped a valve on the last lap and 
probably could have held off McDon- 
ald if his bike hadn’t broken. 

It did. He didn’t. McDonald was 
second, Pietri third, Oliver and Harth 
fourth and fifth. Pinkstaff beat Skiver 
again but this time ever-improving 
Haney, a dirt-tracker on his inaugu- 
ral road racing season, beat them 
both. 

“My mouth was bleeding from bit- 
ing my lip,” McDonald said when it 
was over. “My elbow would start 
hurting and I'd bite my lip. At the 
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end I started tasting blood.” 

“This shows that sometimes two- 
leg races can work,” said Pietri. “The 
AMA girls and the referee did a great 
job and we ran ahead of schedule. It’s 
good for the spectators because they 
get to see two starts, and I’m very 
happy with the results.”

Labrosse 
dominates 
Formula Two

PORTLAND, OR, AUG. 12 


Canadian Alan Labrosse dom- 
inated Formula 2 at Portland 
International Raceway — a 
racetrack he’d never competed 


on before this event — by winning 
the heat race, starting from the pole 
position and crossing the finish line 
far in front of the rest of the small 
field that showed up for this Pro-Am 
event. 

But although the grid lacked sheer 
numbers — only 19 riders entered the 
race, and only 16 started the final — it 
did not lack talent. Pocono winner 
Sam McDonald was there on the 
American Honda RS250R; so was 
Don Greene, who finished second at 
Pocono on his self-tuned Champ- 
ion/Castrol/Arai/Kal-Gard/Fox Ya- 
maha to take the F-2 points lead; so

was third-at-Pocono John Williams 
on his Rotax-powered Can-Am, form- 
er points leader Chris Steward on his 
Yamaha, local favorite Dale Franklin 
on his Yamaha, and Dave Busby ona 
Rotax-engined Kobas. 

The hard part for most riders seemed 
to be getting through all the practice 
sessions intact and making the grid. 
Williams was among the fastest in 
practice on Saturday, but his bike 
seized. He rebuilt it Saturday night 
with parts borrowed from Busby, and 
the bike seized again in the last prac- 
tice Sunday. This time it stuck at the 
end of the gigantic Portland straight- 
away, throwing Williams over the 
high side and leaving him with a 
concussion — when he awoke he 
thought he was at Sears Point, was 
told he was in Portland, and decided 
not to ride. 

McDonald crashed the RS250R at 
speed late in Saturday practice, 
whacking one elbow anda knee hard. 
He was in lip-biting pain the rest of 
the weekend, and said the fingers on 
one hand never .stopped tingling. 
Immediately after the crash he was 
carried to an ambulance by Roberto 
Pietri; but McDonald elected not to 
see a doctor before the final race. 

McDonald's crash was made easier 
by the fact that he had a spare RS250 
his mechanic (and brother) Phil Mc- 
Donald had prepped for emergencies. 
But McDonald still faced two heat 
races (F-2 and Superbike) and three 
main events (a F-2 and a two-leg 
Superbike final) on Sunday. Worse, 
the cramped seating position of the 
RS250R made his elbow hurt worse 
than it did when he rode his Super- 
bike. 

Labrosse slid out in the last practice 
on Sunday, doing no damage to him- 
self and little to his Yamaha but com- 
ing away from the incident a little 
leary of turn three, a tricky lefthander. 

Franklin would crash in the same 
spot later, in the heat race, and not let 
it reduce his final-event charges into 
a corner a bit. 

Busby didn’t crash before the race,

but had problems getting his Kobas 
jetted despite the help of Bob Work, 
the man behind Steve Baker’s 1977 
F-750 World Championship. As Busby 
tells it, he can’t get the pilot jets he 
needs to make his bike pull hard off 
the corners — it is too rich — although 
it makes serious power on the 
straights. 

He tried to compensate with main 
jets, ran out of experimental time in 
practice, and guessed at jets before 
the heat race. 


Meanwhile, Santiago Londono had 
hooked up with Greene in practice. 
Both reported that their HH-cylin- 
der-equipped Yamahas were running 
well, and the way Londono stayed 
firmly attached to Greene in practice 
made many observers believe the 
young Columbian sponsored by a 
chocolate company — Muss — would 








be a factor in the race. 

That showed in the heat race. Busby 
won the start on his Kobas, ahead of 
Franklin and Labrosse. By the second 
lap of the five-lap heat Labrosse was 
past Busby and Londono was right 
behind Franklin. Franklin crashed 
on the third lap; Londono stayed in 
third place behind Labrosse and Busby 
and held off Steward and Greene and 
McDonald to the finish. 

McDonald had worked his way up 
from 11th gingerly; brother Phil had 
tried to talk him out of even riding, 
but McDonald decided to go for 
championship points. So Phil en- 
couraged him to take it easy in the 
heat race, aim for a second-row start, 
save his energy for the F-2 final and 
the Superbike races. 

Busby’s bike was noticeable slower

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Graham retakes point 
lead with Peoria TT win

Ricky Graham’s no-nonsense ride to victory 
in the 36th annual Peoria TT, coupled with 
Randy Goss’ mechanical problems which 
left the defending Camel Pro Series Cham- 


pion 13th, popped Graham 


back into the point lead he had 
lost two weeks ago. Graham, at 
one point down 24 points, now 
leads Goss, 201 to 200. 

Bubba Shobert, Graham’s Honda 
teammate, held off the challenges of 
factory Harley-Davidson XR750- 
mounted Scott Parker in the final 
laps to grab second ahead of Parker. 
Honda’s Doug Chandler and Gary 
Scott, aboard a Can-Am, rounded out 


' the top five. 


Goss’ problems came in the open- 
ing laps when his rear brake pedal 
got twisted completely backward after 
touching the ground in a rough sec- 
tion, rendering it useless. Goss faded 
to the rear of the 17-rider field before 
inching his way back to 13th. 


Behind the Graham/Goss battle 
for the top spot in the AMA Grand 
National Championship point stand- 
ings rages a battle between Chandler 
and Parker for third with Chandler 
up, 155 to 148. Ted Boody lies fifth at 
138. 


Until Graham's win aboard his 
600cc four-stroke single, Peoria was 
the last bastion of the 750cc twin in 
TT racing. In today’s event, 15 of the 
17 riders were mounted on singles. 





Time trials 


Doug Chandler was the first rider 
out for time trials and immediately 
put himself at the top of the qualifier 
sheet with a 26.660 second lap of the 
undulating natural terrain course. 
His time was a bit off the one lap 
track record set in 1983 by Jay Spring- 
steen at 26.611. Shobert, at 26.708 fol- 
lowed, with Parker third ahead of 
Honda rider Rich King and the Harley- 
Davidson 560R of Steve Eklund in 
fifth. John Powell, at 28.783, was the 
48th qualifier for the program. 


Heats 

Chandler split from the field on his 
Jerry Griffith-tuned Honda at the 
turn of the green light and quickly 
opened up breathing room over Goss 
and Gardner Racing’s Eklund. Goss 
held the upper hand for second while 
Eklund challenged. On the eighth 
lap Eklund moved to within three 
bikelengths. By the white flag lap, 
Chandler had a two-second lead, while 
Goss had Eklund breathing down his 
back. Eklund challenged Goss and 
got alongside in turn one, lost a bit of 
ground over the jump, closed it up 
again in the esses and then pulled 
alongside in the turn three/four 
sweeper. At the finish line, Eklund 
lost second by two lengths to Goss’ 
better drive and XR750 horsepower. 





A power failure brought a halt to 
the racing just after the second heat 
was gridded. The glitch knocked out 
the PA system and the timing equip- 
ment. Once power was restored, the 
racing began, but a crash in turn one 
brought out the first of four red flags. 

Gary Scott was among those down 
in the turn one crash and his crew, 
along with plenty of help, taped and 
tied a new gas tank on his bike while 
bending his handlebars back into 
reasonable shape. “The problem with 
the gas tank is that my spare mounts 
differently then the one I broke,” said 
Scott. 


The second red flag was caused by 
an accident that sent Tim Mertens to 
the hospital with a broken left collar- 
bone and separated shoulder. The 
third red flag came out when Jimmy 
Filice went down hard off the jump, 
suffering a concussion plus collar- 
bone/shoulder injuries. A red flag for 
a false start followed. 

For all the drama of crashes, red 
flags and restarts, the heat — once it 
got going for good — was a dull race 
with Shobert leading from start to 
finish followed by Mickey Fay, aboard 
Jay Springsteen’s H-D560R four- 
stroke single. Scott benefitted from 
the repeated delays and had his Can- 
Am 500 in good enough working 
condition to take third from Mike 
Ragan and hold it to the finish for his 
spot in the National. 


Heat three provided plenty of 
action. Randy Green, riding his 500cc 
Honda short tracker with a front disc 
brake added (after he badly twisted 
his 600 in a practice crash), took the 








. lead on the start over Parker and 


Graham. The order remained the 
same until lap four when Graham 
picked off Parker exiting the fourth 
turn and then flew by Green off the 
jump and into the lead. Graham 
cruised from there to the finish while 
Parker challenged Green for second. 
Parker took over second in a drag race 
to the white flag, lost it back to Green 
in turn one and then regained it for 
good on a pass over the jump. It was 
the fastest of the four heats, giving 
Graham his choice of pole position 
for the National. 

Rich Arnaiz, aboard the Arnaiz 
Construction-sponsored H-D560R, 
topped the final heat in a last lap 
drag race to the flag with Walker 
Brothers Harley-Davidson rider Pete 
Hames. Arnaiz led at the start/finish 
line through the first seven laps while 
being challenged all over the track by 
Hames with Garvis Honda Town- 
sponsored Rich King following. Mean- 
while, Deeley Harley-Davidson’s Jon 
Cornwell was working his through 
traffic into fourth by the halfway 
flags and then quickly into a chal- 
lenging position. On the final lap, 
Hames went low while Arnaiz took 
the outside line through turns three/ 
four. Hames pulled even before Arnaiz 
inched ahead for the win. Third 
place was a similar battle with Corn- 
well challenging King in the same 
spot, but coming up short of third 
and a ticket to the National. 

Semis 

A first turn crash involving three 
riders on the start of semi one brought 
out the red flag. Rodney Farris, with 
a bent up bike, was the only rider not 
able to make the restart. Steve More- 
head hustled his Esquire-sponsored H- 
D560R into the lead on the green 
light and led a seven-rider pack duel- 
ing for the two transfers to the 
National. Sammy Sweet and Mike 
Garrison traded second through the 
middle laps before Sweet, on the 
Kenny Hatfield Racing (of Houston, 
Texas)/Lillie/Castrol H-D560R 
grabbed the position for good on lap 
seven. Morehead took the win with 
Sweet following. It was Sweet's first 
trip to a National final this season. 

The second semi was missing Alex 
Jorgensen, who scratched his entry. 
“Tve been sick since Monday and I 
don’t feel I have the stamina to put in 
a good ride,” said Jorgensen. “Irs a 
hard decision to make, but I don’t 
want to take a chance on getting 
hurt.” 

Pearson grabbed the advantage on 
the start to move his Dave Byrd-tuned 
Honda 600 into the lead on the start 
of semi two where he was quickly 
challenged by Cornwell. The two 
broke away from the field and Corn- 
well took the lead on lap six and held 
to the white flag as Ronnie Jones 
moved up to pressure Pearson. Jones, 
on the Megacycle/Shoei/Knight/ 
Works Harley 560R then took advan- 
tage of a bobble by Cornwell in turn 
four to edge him at the flag by two 
feet for second and a transfer to the 
National. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Cornwell didn’t disappoint his fans 
in the LCQ as he came froma seventh 
place start and methodically worked 
his way through traffic to third by lap 
seven. He was second on lap eight 
and made up the advantage of leader 
Mike Gilkey on lap nine to draw 
within five bikelengths on the start of 
the final lap. Cornwell took the lead 
in the esses and held off Gilkey by 
three lengths at the finish. 
Junior National 

Chris Carr qualified his Ron Wood 
Racing Wood-Rotax 560 at 27.075, 
which would have been eighth fastest 
in the Expert ranks, and then wenton 
to demolish his Junior heat race. 
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Bubba Shobert leads a pack of riders consisting of Randy Goss (1), Ricky 


Graham (3), Doug Chandler (10) and Scott Parker (11) in the final. 








In the 12-lap final, Carr breezed 
along to his fifth consecutive National 
victory by a margin of 12.27 seconds. 
Don Estep, Carr’s Wood-Rotax team- 
mate, followed in second until he cart- 
wheeled his bike down the track in 
the esses. He was unhurt. 

Second place wasn’t decided until 
the flag with Brad Furlong topping 
Mike Arthur after stalking Arthur for 
most of the race. 

“Most of my sponsorship comes 
from my family,” said Arthur. The 
Hollister, California, rider noted 
that former dirt tracker and road 
racer Don Castro was also from the 
same town and that he carries Cas- 
tro’s former Junior number. “He told 
me to keep it going strong,” said 
Arthur. 

Furlong, riding for Marlin Hart 
Racing, planned his last lap move. “I 
knew if I kept on going I could catch 
him,” said Furlong. ‘‘On the last lap 
my strategy was either to pass him 
and finish second or fall off trying.”’ 


National 


The Peoria M.C. clubgrounds’ 
natural terrain track has changed 
over the past two years. It has gotten 
faster, but at a price according to 
some. Previous to the 1983 National, 
the track was conditioned with waste 
oil and was a “demanding, rider’s 
track which required plenty of stam- 
ina,” according to 1980-81 winner 
Scott Pearson. An Environmental 
Protection Agency ban on using waste 
oil left the club with no choice but to 
go to calcium for eliminating dust 
problems. “This year, more than last, 
the track has grooved up in key areas 
like the entrance to turn one which 
makes any racing more follow the 
leader than strategy and guts,” said 
Pearson. 

The 6/6/5 grid for the 25-lap Na- 
tional had Graham, Goss, Shobert, 
Fay, Arnaiz and Chandler lining up 
— spectator to pit side — on the front 
row. Shobert’s line led him into turn 
one first, over the jump, through the 
esses and then through the sweeping 
arc of turns three/four before head- 
ing down the front straight 
and ending lap one. Goss, Graham, 
Chandler, Fay, Parker, Hames and 
Gary Scott followed closely ahead 
of the rest of the field. 





The top seven remained the same 
on lap two with Graham and Chand- 
ler getting by Goss on lap three as 
Goss dramatically lost ground. 

“I was using the rear brake in the 
esses and the lever caught in a rut or 
something,” said Goss of his prob- 
lem. “Suddenly, there wasn’t any 
more lever. It was twisted around 
behind the footpeg, not bent, just 
twisted. It took a long time before I 
could get used to braking only with 
the front brake. Once I got used to 
that, I began moving up a bit and 
looking for riders dropping out.” 

By lap five, Shobert had opened 
some breathing room over Graham 
with Chandler trailing closely as 
Parker led Fay, Scott, Hames and 
Eklund. Parker picked up his pace 
and began to put pressure on Chandler 
on lap seven as Shobert continued to 
inch away from the field. 

Shobert remained in command on 
lap 10 while Graham continued to 
hold second over Chandler and Parker. 
Scott’s battle for fifth with Fay came 
to an abrupt halt as Fay slipped all 
the way to last before eventually retir- 


ing. 

Eicanwhile, Hames was leading a 
six-rider battle for sixth with Eklund, 
Cornwell, all the way from a nearly 
last place start, Pearson, Arnaiz and 
Jones in tow. King led Sweet in 12th, 
followed by Green and the limping 
bikes of Morehead, Goss and Fay. At 
the halfway flags, Cornwell moved 
by Hames to into sixth, setting the 
cast for the top six. 

Shobert began to slow when the 
line he was using “didn’t seem to 
work as well anymore.’’ Graham 
quickly took advantage to close the 
gap, although the top six remained 
in order through lap 17. Eklund had 
his ride in seventh end on lap 18 with 
an easy slide out in turn one. He was 
quickly up and back in action, but it 
cost him seven positions he couldn’t 
make up. 

Laps 19 and 20 saw Graham move 
in on Shobert while Parker held his 
edge over Chandler with both Scott 
and Cornwell moving up on the 
front running four. 

On lap 21, Graham moved past 
Shobert for the lead exiting turn four 
with Parker making his move and 
closing on Shobert’s rear tire. Corn-

well was pressuring Scott for fifth. 

The final three laps saw no posi- 
tion changes although one slip by 
any of the top four as well as Scott 
could have altered the finish. Gra- 
ham, Shobert, Parker and Chandler 
took the checkered flag in a single file 
line with about 15 bikelengths sepa- 
rating first from fourth. Scott’s mar- 
gin on Cornwell for fifth was less 
than one bikelength. 


Graham's 11 minute, 18.458 second 
ride for his second straight National 
win and fifth of the season, broke the 
track record of 11 min., 33.648 secs. 
set by Jay Springsteen last year. 

“I rode my XR as hard as I could,” 
said Parker in winner's circle. “I rode 
the wheels off that thing. When we 
got close to the finish I had two Hon- 
das in front of me and one right 
behind and I told myself there was no 
way the finish was going to be a 
Honda sweep. I made one strong move 
in turn four about two laps from the 
end which might have gotten me the 
lead if it had worked, but I gota little 
out of shape.” 

“I was planning on this being my 
first TF National win,” said Shobert, 
“but I was having trouble getting 
into turn one in the late laps. I saw 
what the good line was after Ricky 
got the lead, but then it was too late to 
get the lead back.” 

“If you want to be known as a TT 
rider then the best way is to win the 





Peoria TT,” said Graham. “Tve 
wanted to win here ever since I started 
racing. I knew I had a good chance 
but I needed to catch Bubba first and 
he wasn't slowing down any in the 
first half of the race. Once I got close 
enough to put pressure on him I felt I 
could take advantage of his problems 
with turn one. That’s the way it 
worked out. e

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reconvenes — probably after Labor Day, a House/Senate conference 
committee will be named to iron out language differences between 
the two versions.

Cunningham

WELLSBORO, PA, AUG. 5 


Husqvarna’s Terry Cunningham journeyed 
into the hills at the Pennsylvania National 
and found his gold in the form of an overall 
win, besting teammates Kevin Hines and 


Mike Melton in the rain-soaked 
contest. Cunningham lost 14 


points in the 100-mile run, 
while Hines clocked through 
with an 18-point ride and Melton 
with 21. 


Cunningham's win vaulted him 
into the series point lead with 182 





points, while Hines holds second at 
176 and Melton third with 174. 

The results, however, are unoffi- 
cial following a protest filed by sev- 
eral riders — including Dave Bertram, 
Dwight Rudder, Barry Bell, Geoff 
Ballard and others. The problem 
stemmed from a bottleneck hill where 
several riders were reportedly routed 
around the hill by a course marshal 








since there were numerous riders 
already stuck on the slope. The 
affected riders felt they lost more time 
at the next check (protested) by going 
around the hill than they would have 
had they waited for a turn to go up 
the hill. The protest was denied by 
Canyon Riders M.C. referee Mark 
Moffett, but was then appealed to the 
AMA by Bertram. A three-man appeal 
board will meet within 30 days to 
make the final ruling. 

Referee Moffett’s decision was based 
on the probability that routing the 
riders around the hill would have 
taken no more of their time than con- 
tinued attempts by the rider to scale 
the obstacle. 

As Ballard, one of the riders pro- 
testing the section saw it, “It was very 
unfair to us. The riders who: came 
along eight or nine minutes after us 
didn’t even see the hill. They just fol- 
lowed the trail we had broken and 
didn’t lose much time. In the end, I 
lost 11 minutes and Bertram nine. 
The guy who showed us the way 
around the hill had good intentions, 
but there was no trail or arrows to 
follow and we lost a good bit of time 
fighting through the woods to get 
back onto the marked trail.” Cun- 
ningham, the overall winner, only 
lost two minutes in the section. 

It had rained off and on in the area 
for four days before the run, and the 
conditions were what Cunningham 
called ‘tough enough.” 

Can-Am’s John Martin, who fin- 
ished sixth in the AA class with a 
score of 31 points, said, “It was too 
dark in the woods since the sun 
wasn’t shining. I would look down to 
check my odometer and wouldn't be 
able to see it.” 

Husky’s Fritz Kadlec slipped into 
fourth overall behind Ray Davis, the 
overall A class winner. “I burned 
check three by a minute,” said Kadlec. 
“It was so greasy and I was going so 
good that I didn’t dare look down to 
check my mileage. I was late on the 
first check so I didn’t want to be late 
again.” 

Randy Hawkins, the 125cc A 
winner, and Dwight Rudder both 
replaced tires at the first gas stop, and 
at the next gas Ballard took time out 
to tighten up the fork pinch bolts 
after the front end loosened up due to 
the rocky terrain. By this time, nearly 
every rider was covered with mud. 

While the bottleneck hill was a 
direct result of the soggy weather, 
most of the riders said that the trails 
were super. As the first riders were 
finishing, the sun came out, and all 
that remained was to get all of the 
stuck vehicles out of the muddy park- 
ing area. For some, that proved to be 
a real chore. e

Report from Australia 





Honda's CRSOORF 
water-cooler 
revealed 


The first water-cooled 500cc motocross bike 

seen in Australia was raced to victory in its 

debut on July 8 when Jeff Leisk won an open 
16 meeting on a Honda CR500RF.

The pre-production moto- 
crosser, the only one of its kind 
in Australia, is under evaluation 
by Honda Australia for final de- 
velopment of the 1985 production bike. 

Honda in Japan has issued several 
variations of the machine around the 
world for testing and feedback before it 
decides on the final specifications of 
the RF model. 

Team Honda Australia race man- 
ager Clyde Wolfenden is confident the 
engine in Leisk’s new bike is very close 
to what will appear in the production 
model, but the frame and running gear 
is yet to be sorted. 

In the World 500 Motoccross Cham- 
pionship, which has five Hondas in 
the top six places, there are variations 
being raced by the HRC team. 

Andre Malherbe and Erik Geboers, 
first and third in-the championship 
respectively, are mounted on “‘pre- 
production” 1985 models, while Dave 
Thorpe and Andre Vromans, fourth 
and fifth overall, ride 1984 “factory” 
bikes. 

The differences are the sprockets, 
carburetors, rear sub-frame tubing 
(round on the works bikes, and square 
on the preproduction models), and the 
works bikes’ hydraulic clutches. 

The Hondas use a lot of alloy in the 
frame and engine, but the works Kawa- 
sakis and KTMs are lighter. 

The model being raced by Jeff Leisk, 
the current Mr. Motocross Series points 
leader, is probably only cosmetically 
different to what will be the produc- 
tion bike, according to his mechanic, 
Gary Benn. 

The new engine is 49lcc and is 
totally redesigned; nobody’s telling 
what bore and stroke are, and it’s 
unknown whether or not the RF shares 
any internal engine parts with the RE. 
Some observers think bore and stroke 
are unchanged. 

Twin radiators are mounted on the 
front downtube, holding 1.8 quarts of 





coolant. The engine’s water pump is 
mounted on the lower front of the 
right-hand side of the motor, and it is 
driven directly off the primary gear. 
Apparently the majority of the inter- 
nals mirror the CR500RE specifica- 
tions. 

The five-speed gearbox has the same 
ratios and the same reed valve/inlet 
manifold from the RE is fitted. The 
carburetor is a 36mm flat-slide Keihin, 
breathing through a larger single foam 
element air filter. 

The engine has a centered exhaust 
port, and the expansion chamber has 
been reshaped to clear the radiator. 
The aluminum muffler is fixed to the 
pipe and not to the detachable sub- 
frame as was the case on the RE. 

The frame is a single downtube item 
that splits into a double cradle to clear 
the exhaust pipe at the motor. 

The forks on Leisk’s bike are works 
Showa units, while the rear Showa 
shock has a larger body for greater oil 
capacity to make it run cooler and less 
susceptible to fading. The new Pro- 
Link linkages mean the shock travel is 
less, but they amount to the same rear 
wheel travel. The shock therefore does 
not need to be compressed as much to 
get the same rear wheel travel. The 
shock is still adjustable for compres- 
sion and damping changes. 

The brakes, hubs, spokes, rims, rear 
brake pedal and cable appear the same 
as the RE units. 

Other changes include new blue 
fork gaiters, new blue spring on the 
shock, new Pro-Link graphics on the 
swingarm, a thinner seat at the rear, 
with new CR graphics. A detachable 
throttle housing means it is possible to 
change the throttle without removing 
the whole assembly. 

The fuel tank holds 2.5 gallons, but 
this and the radiator cowlings are 
likely to change. The scoops are clear 
red plastic, and the tank molding had 
many imperfections. The mudguards 
are the same as the RE’s, but the side- 





covers and numberplates are a new 
shape and non-interchangeable with 
the RE. 

Leisk’s bike also has many titanium 
pieces — bolts, triple clamps, and 
handlebar clamps. 

Water-cooled 500cc motocrossers 
have been around Europe for about 
four or five years. The first ever water- 
crosser was raced by Hakan Carlqvist 
in 1981 in some pre-season interna- 
tionals, but the Yamaha seized so often 
that the factory resorted to air-cooled 
machinery for the season. 

Honda first turned up with a water- 
cooled machine in late March, 1983, in 
Europe, with Malherbe, Noyce and 
Thorpe all riding them. 

Whether the CR500RF takes over 
from the RE as the winningest bike in 
Australian motocross depends on

what the opposition comes up with 
in machinery and riders for the up- 
coming season. 

Certainly Leisk showed he intends 
to keep on winning — at the bike’s 
debut at the Traralgon Motor Cycle 
Club’s July 8 meeting, he took the 
winner’s share of the $3000 prize money 
by leading home Kawasaki Australia’s 
Trevor Williams, and Suzuki’s Ricky 
Murphy in each of the day’s four races. 

Leisk said the bike felt: no heavier 
than the RE, and was easy enough to 
ride. Although it was bulkier with the 
radiators, he was pleased with it. Leisk 
said the RF pulled about one bike- 
length in third gear over an RE. 

Neither Leisk nor Benn would hazard 
a guess on when the production bike 
was due in numbers, or how much it 
would cost. e

Yamaha loses 
$152 million: 





President predicts strong recovery 


Yamaha Motor Company Ltd. released the following statement to the press in 
Japan and copies were sent to Yamaha dealers in Australia. We have reprinted it 
here in its entirety, with minor editing for clarity and style...Editor. 


TOKYO, JAPAN, JUNE 29 


Yamaha Motor Company Ltd. announced 
that its net loss for the fiscal year ended April 
30, 1984 was $152 million. At the same time, 
the company announced that it has taken all 


the steps necessary to assure a 
profit during its coming fiscal 
year. 

The company said that a re- 
duction in its worldwide motorcycle 
inventory has resulted in recent 
healthy demand for more production 
which will greatly contribute to im- 
proved factory efficiency. 

The company stated that sales of 
other products, including outboard 
engines, Tri-Motos, four-wheelers, 
golfcars, and snowmobiles are all 
increasing dramatically and will pro- 
vide a substantial profit contribution 
in the current year. A significant 
reduction in interest costs resulting 
from reduced inventories and receiv- 
ables is also expected to contribute to 
a profitable fiscal 1985. 





In recent years, Yamaha's primary 
objective had been to maximize 
growth. But it has now adopted a 
more orderly and controlled approach 
to future growth, as spelled out in a 
new two-year plan which calls for 
profits through steady and controlled 
growth. As Yamaha President Hideto 
Eguchi has stated, “We will empha- 
size quality, creativity and stability, 
and re-educate our personnel so they 
fully understand this new direction.” 

Yamaha realized certain non-recur- 
ring expenses in 1984, including pro- 
motional and distribution fees re- 
quired to reduce excessive inventories; 
losses on the disposal of dead parts 
stock and obsolete machines and 
equipment; compensation fees to out- 
side contractors for dies, molds and

equipment; factory losses caused by 
decreases in production;losses caused 
by excessive inventories at overseas 
subsidiary companies, and foreign 
exchange capital losses. 

“We were able to reduce our deficit 
during each of the last six month 
periods due to the actions we have 
taken to reduce costs,” said Eguchi. 
“Our operating loss during the first 
six months was $26 million and for the 
following six months, $8 million. 
Our loss before taxes for the first six 
months was $60 million, while the 
following six month figure was re- 
duced to $24 million. This shows the 
great improvement of our profit pic- 
ture. 

“Although Yamaha made big losses 
for the current fiscal year, they are all 
part of our restructure plan,” said 
Eguchi. “In the meantime, we have 
taken all steps necessary to assure our 
return to health and profitability and 
now weare confident that these efforts 
of ours will bear fruit in the new year 
started May Ist.”’ 

Eguchi also explained that the plan 
called for an immediate reduction in 
annual motorcycle production, from 
2.9 million units to 1.5 million units 
in order to reduce excessive inventory 
worldwide. He added that during fis- 
cal 1984, Yamaha wrote down its 
overvalued assets and accrued poten- 
tial losses to insure future profit- 
ability. 

The principal areas of cost reduc- 
tion were: 

1. Decrease in excessive motorcycle 
inventories: April 30, 1984

Despite the fact that motorcycle 
sales have been good, the company 
has reduced its dependence on this 
product line by improving sales of 
other products and by developing 
and introducing new products which 
enjoy strong market demand. Yamaha 
has solved patent dispute problems 
with OMC, and the export of out- 
board engines to North America have 
been very successful. Among them, 
three , four and six-cylinder large- 
horsepower models have been so suc- 
cessful that the company cannot meet 
demand. 

Snowmobile sales in the North 
American market have been strong, 
and production for the coming sea- 
son is expected to be increased further. 

In addition, sales of Yamaha-built 
DOHC 16-valve four-cylinder engines 
for Toyota’s main sports models con- 
tinue to enjoy outstanding success. 

The company has established an 
industrial machinery division which 
produces and sells robots and high- 
speed plating equipment. 

The markets of North America, 
Europe and other developed coun- 
tries have been very active for Yamaha 
due to the general economic recovery. 
In addition, current-year models have 
been well received by the consumer. 

“We are planning to increase our 
production from 1.3 million units 
per year to 1.6 million units during 
our current fiscal year, consistent 
with our policy of controlled growth,” 
Eguchi stated. 

Yamaha has enjoyed good sales in 
both domestic and overseas markets 
of its two-stroke sport models such as 
the RZ series, especially the RZV500, 
which has been very popular. In the 
Japanese market its “Jog” scooter 
has been very successful, with total 
production of over 300,000 units al- 
ready sold. 

Yamaha's new FZ400R is already 
finding success in the formula pro- 
duction racer category in the domes- 
tic market, and the FJ1100 has been 
successful due to its unique concept

‘and impressive performance. 

Also, Yamaha’s XV1000 and 700 
series, four-stroke, V-twin touring 
models have been-very well accepted 
in the North American market due to 
their high quality and outstanding 
image. 

In order to improve the interna- 
tional trade environment, the com- 
pany has established a joint venture 
company in Spain (SEMSA), and 
plans to establish another joint ven- 
ture company in France (MBK In- 
dustries). 

In April of 1983, Yamaha estab- 
lished a technical collaboration agree- 
ment with a mainland (Red) China 
partner, and the first unit has already 
rolled off its production line. The 
single model now in production in 
China is the CY80. 

Yamaha will introduce the Escort 
model to its Indian partner, and 
expect that it will be in full produc- 
tion by 1985. In addition, the com- 
pany has substantially improved its 
overseas sales network for generators 
and related power products and, as a 
result, sales have shown a dramatic 
improvement. 

“Our success would not be possi- 
ble without the complete understand- 
ing and cooperation of our labor 
union,” Eguchi said. “We plan to 
further reinforce the mutual respect 
and fine working relationship we 
have established in the past.” e 


OMC- 
Yamaha 
suit explained 


Yamaha’s letter briefly men- 
tions its “solving” ofa patent 
problem with OMC in selling 
its outboard motors in the U.S. 
But the “problem” was in fact, a law- 
suit filed by OMC — Outboard Marine 
Corporation of Waukegan, Illinois 
— against Yamaha, which presented 
an apparently substantial obstacle in 
Yamaha’s overall financial recovery. 
The OMC suit demanded that Yama- 
ha cease the import and sale of cer- 
tain outboard motors, models which 
used design features that infringed 
upon patents held by OMC. 

According to Charles Plueddeman 
of OMC’s public relations depart- 
ment, complaints were filed last No- 
vember against Yamaha Motor Com- 
pany of Japan and its American subsi- 
diary, Yamaha Motor Corporation, 
U.S.A., in both Federal District Court 
in Milwaukee and with the Interna- 
tional Trade Commission in Wash- 
ington D.C. 

OMC’s actions claimed that the 
design and construction of the elec- 
trical systems in Yamaha's 90-bhp 
three-cylinder outboard motor and 
their 1984-mode]l V-four and V-six 
outboard motors were identical to 
systems of OMC’s own design. Out- 
board Marine Corporation manufac- 
turers and sells Evinrude and John- 
son outboard motors and other ma- 
rine-oriented products under those 
names. The alleged patent infringe- 
ments by Yamaha, and the subse- 
quent import and sale of motors with 
those infringing designs, represented 
potential and actual harm to OMC’s 
own design efforts and market share 
of the outboard motor business, ac- 
cording to OMC. 

Plueddeman stated that Yamaha 
reached a settlement with OMC on 
March 26 and agreed to make certain 
changes on its motors as well as 
financial compensation. Yamaha is 
redesigning the electrical systems of 
the outboard motors in question and 
has paid OMC $400,000 to cover legal 
costs incurred in the suit. e

INSIDE THE RZ500 


2» Who says two-strokes are simple?

Six years ago a 440-pound road- 
ster developing 84 bhp at the 
crankshaft, with 67 bhp at the 
rear wheel, would have been un- 
thought of. But in the RZ500 this is 
now a reality. 


Yamaha, in copying its own 500cc 
GP contender, has produced what is 
for many people the ultimate toy. 
Mind you, in the evolution from 
racer to roadster the tandem crank 
V-4 two-stroke has gained some 40% 
extra weight and lost more than a 
third of its power — but that doesn’t 
detract from its unique qualities. 

While the basic engine design of 
the RZ500 follows the pattern of the 
works machine ridden by Kenny 
Roberts in the 1983 World 500 Road- 
Racing Championship and that of 
"84 title chaser Eddie Lawson, it is 
certainly not a new design. 


Yamaha campaigned a 250cc tan- 
dem crank V-4 as early as 1965, while 
Suzuki used a tandem crank square 
four 250 some two years earlier. 


Many other manufacturers exper- 
imented with the same basic design, 
among them the low budget Jawa 
factory, which campaigned a 350cc 
example as early as 1967. 


The term “tandem crank” refers to 
the fact that the RZ500 has two separ- 
ate crankshafts. These lie close to one 
on top of the other with the lower 
crank slightly forward of the upper 
crank, so in many respects the RZ500 
can be considered as a pair of 250cc 
parallel twins geared to a common 
clutch/gearbox. Its more common 
designation as a V-4 refers to the fact 
that the two pairs of cylinders are 
displaced some 50° from one another 
with the bottom pair of cylinders 
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i d close to horizontal. V s 
two crankshafts, the RZ500 is there- 
fore quite different from a four-stroke 
V-motor and the V-4 two-stroke 
NSR500 Honda campaigned by 
Freddie Spencer this year. 

The ’84 GP Honda uses one crank 
but its cylinders are offset; two cylin- 
ders lie forward just below horizontal 
while the other two cylinders are 
canted back 90°. As is necessary with 
a two-stroke motor, all four cylinders 
have their own crankcase chambers 
which are all fed individually via 
reed valves from a bank of four adja- 
cent carburetors. In this way the 
NSR500 Honda is a new solution to 
an old problem while the tandem 
crank set-up of the Yamaha is a much 
more traditional design. 

The interesting and unusual thing 
about the RZ500 is the method of 
induction control. On each pair of 
cylinders it is different! The rear 
cylinders have reed-valve assisted 
piston-port induction with a quite 
conventional layout of transfer ports. 

There are four main transfer ports 
with a fifth transfer direct from the 
roof of the intake port. And toimprove 
scavenging under the piston, the rear 
of the piston has two windows cut 
into it. 

But the set-up on the front cylind- 
ers has induction direct into the 
crankcase, again controlled by reed- 
valves, with the four-petal reed-blocks 
being visually similar to those of the 
rear cylinders. 

The use of these two different in- 
duction systems seems to be the result 
of a space problem. Between the nar- 
row 50° displaced cylinders there is 
nota lot of room for the intake mani- 
folds, but by using the two different 
induction systems, all the necessa 
plumbing can be accommodated. The 
lack of space in this area and more 
specifically the lack of room for larger 
reed blocks would seem to be the lim- 
iting factor in the further develop- 
ment of the RZ500. 

At this juncture it is worth noting 
that the 1983 factory race bikes used 
rotary disc valve induction with a 
single, double cutaway disc control- 
ling the induction for two cylinders. 
The discs were located in the V be- 
tween the cylinders in the area con- 
ventional reed valves would be located, 
with the disc rotation axis at right 
angles to the crank rather than in line 
with it. This year, however, Eddie 
Lawson has fronted on the grid on 
several occasions with a bike using 
reed valve induction. 

At 56.4 x 50.0mm, the bore and 
stroke dimensions of the RZ500 are 
more oversquare than the 54 x 54mm 
dimensions of most road-going twc 
strokes with 125cc cylinders. These 
oversquare dimensions have been used 
in the more recent TZ250s and in 
Suzuki’s more recent 500 factory rac- 
ers, 

Internally, the RZ500 is a conven- 
tional two-stroke with built-up ball 
and roller bearing cranks, two-ring 
pistons and forged steel rods. The 
four induction tracts are fed by 26mm 
slide throttle carburetors arranged so 
that each pair is on synchronized 
linkages. The carburetors sit just to 
the side of the V between the cylind- 
ers and are connected to their respec- 
tive intake ports by right-angled man- 
ifolds. Two separate air boxes sit 
above each pair of carburetors and 
are mounted on the inside of the fair- 
ing. 

The compression ratio is 6:1 mea- 
sured from the closure of the exhaust 
port, the exhaust port timing being 
varied by Yamaha's well-documented 
Power Valve system. Without going 
into too much detail, the exhaust 
port height, and thus, exhaust tim- 
ing, is varied according to engine 
rpm. Fhe valve closes at low rpm for 
delayed exhaust timing and better

bottom-end power while at higher 
rpm the valve opens to optimize high 
rpm running. 

The valve itself, or more correctly 
the two valves, are operated by an 
electric servo motor via a push/pull 
cable. 

Primary drive from both cranks 
goes direct to the clutch basket — the 
primary drive gears being of the split 
interference type. The two spring- 
loaded primary drive gears don’t ac- 
tually mesh together, they simply 
drive a common gear. Inboard of the 
front crankshaft’s primary drive gear 
is the gear drive to the counter rotat- 
ing balance shaft that lies between 
the two cranks. This balance shaft 
carries two weights, the rotation of 
which is designed to cancel out the 
imbalance in the 180° crank throws. 
The two cranks are arranged so that 
the right front piston is at TDC the 
same time as the left rear piston. 
Likewise the left front and the right 
rear pistons reach TDC together. As 
well as driving the counter-balance 
shaft, the front crank also drives the 
coolant pump via a gear located out- 
board of the primary drive gear. 

A conventional but solid-looking 
wet, multi-plate, cable-operated- 
clutch is employed, while the only 
unusual thing about the six-speed 
transmission is the use of pressure 
and not splash lubrication. This fea- 
ture was also adopted a couple of 
years ago on the TZ250s and before 
that was used on the TZ750 four 
cylinder racers. 

Likewise, the cooling system is 
straightforward, being sealed with a 
remote overflow and recovery tank. 
To aid cooling in slow going there is 
a thermostatically controlled electric 
fan, located behind the aluminum- 
cored radiator. 

The volume necessary for a two- 
stroke’s exhaust system is difficult to 
accommodate on any bike, but when 
that bike has four cylinders, all of 
which need an exhaust system of very 
finely regulated dimension, and that 
same bike is also destined for road 
use, then you’ve got a problem. Yama- 
ha has chosen to route the pipes from 
the front cylinders back under the 
bike in a conventional manner while 
the pipes from the rear cylinders 
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The assembled engine is compact; intakes are between the cylinders, 





exhausts outside. A frame tube unbolts to ease removal. 


snake around under the seat and 
finally exit through the tail piece. 
Problem solved, except that now you 
have to find somewhere else for the 
rear suspension unit, the heat from 
the pipes provides a heated seat (!) 
and the cowling necessary to cover 
the two top pipes becomes a stylist’s 
nightmare. 

Housing the RZ’s rather compact 
but complex motor is a box-section 
steel tube frame cleverly painted to 
look like aluminum. Two widely- 
spaced main frame tubes run from 
the steering head to the swingarm 
pivot area and carry most of the load 








while the two rails that run below the 
motor, and bolt apart to ease engine 
removal, are the secondary load car- 
rying members. The plates that carry 
the swingarm pivot also support the 
two rear engine mounts and the 
center spindle for the rear suspen- 
sion’s rocker arm. 

A sub-frame for the seat is carried 
above and behind the main top rails 
and the swingarm pivot area. The 
swingarm itself is a box-section ex- 
truded alloy unit that is sprung via a 
rocker-arm linkage and a single 
spring/damper unit located under 


* the engine. This unit has four-way

adjustable damping while its steel 
coil spring has an adjustment for pre- 
load and hence ride height. 

At the front, 37mm telescopic forks 
are mounted in alloy clamps top and 
bottom-with tapered roller bearings 
used in the steering head. The forks 
use internal coil springs and hydraulic 
damping and carry brake pressure- 
actuated hydraulic anti-dive. Fork 
travel is 4.9 inches while at the rear 
there is some 4.7 inches of travel. 
Rake and trail dimensions are 
26°/3.7 inches while the wheelbase at 
54 inches is very short. 

Cast alloy wheels are used both 


front and rear and both show good 
attention in their casting to weight 
saving. The front wheel is a 2.75 x 
16-inch and carries a 120/80 section 
tire while the rear 3.00 x 18-inch 
wheel carries. a 130/80 tire. 

As with many of the more recent 
performance-oriented Yamahas, ven- 
tilated discs are used and likewise the 
opposed piston alloy calipers of the 
RZ500 are similar to those of the 
FJ1100/XJ900. Completing the over- 
all picture is a 5.8-gallon steel tank 
andan ABS plastic fairing. Dry weight 
is 396.8 pounds while the wet is 440 
pounds. e 











Yamaha’s Kenny Roberts notched 
his third AMA Grand National 
Championship Series win of the sea- 
son by taking the Santa Fe Short 
Track National. Yamaha riders Mike 
Gerald and John Hateley finished 2- 
3, with Hateley passing Harley-Da- 
vidson’s Gary Scott on a four-stroke 
Sprint-based machine in the last turn. 
Mike Kidd had his season end early 
when he crashed and broke his leg in 
two places. 


Delta, Ohio, was the site of an AMA 
250/500cc National Motocross. In the 
smaller class, Can-Am’s Jimmy Ellis 
came from behind to win the first 
moto, then had the second moto 
dropped in his lap when Marty Tripes’ 
Husky blew while he was leading. 
Second overall went to Yamaha’s 
Tim Hart with a pair of thirds. 
Another Jim, Kawasaki’s Jim Wei- 
nert, won the 500cc class with a pair 
of runner-up finishes. Mike Hartwig, 
riding a Husky after departing from 
the Yamaha team, won the first moto 
only to slide out in the second and 
drop to fifth, still good for second 
overall. Maico rider Bryar Holcomb 
turned in a 6-1 score for third. 


Phil Read and MV Agusta secured 
the 500cc World Road Racing 
Championship witha win in Imatra, 
Finland. Read took the win over 
teammate Gianfranco Bonera, and 
with title contender Giacomo Agos- 
tini missing the race as a result of 
injury, it was little contest. Aussie 
John Dodds won the 350cc class on a 
Yamaha, while Harley-Davidson’s 
Walter Villa won the 250cc event. 


The Swedish duo of Anders Michanek 
and Soren Sjosten won the World 
Best Paris Speedway Championship 
in England, with the favored English 
team of Peter Collins and Dave Jes- 
sup finished a disappointing fourth. 


Bob Balentine (Hus) won a-Desert 
Racing Association hare and hound 
in Lucerne Valley, California, top- 
ping fellow Husky pilot 4.C. Bakken. 
Third overall went to first 250cc 
Expert, Bultaco pilot Jim Brown. 


Yamaha rider Mike Tidwell was a 
double winner at a Corona, Califor- 
nia, short track. Eddie Lawson fin- 
ished as runner-up to Tidwell in the 
125cc Expert class; in the 250cc Experts 
it was Steve Fortune in second. 


Ray Huff and Gene Arnaiz finished 
1-2 in a Suzuki battle for supremacy 
of the 250cc Expert class at a scram- 
bles event held in Lodi, California. 
In the same event, Fred Merkel (Hon) 
won the 80cc Expert class and Chris 
Carr (M-V) took the Pee Wee crown. 


The American World Trophy Team 
for the International Six Days Trial 
was announced by the AMA. The 
team, all Penton-mounted, consisted 
of Jack Penton, Carl Cranke, Joe 
Barker, Tom Penton, Paul Danik 
and Dane Leimbach. 
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‘Beating Honda would be sweet’

As was the case a year ago, Randy Goss finds 
himself locked in a battle with Ricky Gra- 
ham for the AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series title. However, times 


have changed. It’s no longer 


Harley-Davidson versus Har- 
ley-Davidson; factory rider 
against privateer. Graham now 
has the might of the giant Honda 
factory behind him. 

Last year it was close at the end, but 
this year it’s closer midway through 
the season. One year ago, Goss held a 
33-point lead on Graham after the 
latter rider suffered through a mid- 
season slump. This year, going into 
the Peoria TT covered elsewhere in 
this issue, Goss leads by 17. With 9-12 
events left, the battle may well go 
down to the wire again. (There are 
nine dirt track events left; Graham 
can potentially score points in three 
road races as a result of his Honda 
affiliation.) 

Both men are tough competitors. 
Neither gives less than 100%. Last 
year Graham had the number one 
plate and Goss took it away. This 
year Goss has the number one plate. 
And he wants to keep it. 

“I think it’s a bit easier, pressure- 
wise, to defend the title this time than 
it was in 1981,” said Goss, seated ona 
crate in the back of the Harley trans- 
porter after time trials at the recent 





DuQuoin Mile. “I’m finally getting 
used to the demands for my time, so 
doing the dealership autograph ses- 
sions and things with the press don’t 
bother me like they used to. If that’s 
bothering you and you're trying to 
defend your title, then fon aay Es 
to give.” 

“I think we've all learned together 
— myself, Brent and (wife) Vicky — 
about the pressure and how to cope 
with it. It isn’t a piece of cake because 
there’s a lot of pressure. We've just 
learned how to handle it better. 

“Looking at it from the equipment 
and competition point of view, it’s a 
lot harder. This year there isn’t any- 
thing that comes easy. It’s work. 
There are guys watching the Nation- 
als from the pits who normally would 
be out there not only racing, but with 
achance of winning. That’s how stiff 
the competition is. 

“There are other pressures,” con- 
tinued Goss while straining to hear 
the qualifying times being announced 
over the public address system, “‘like 
Honda. Honda has built really fast 
bikes for Ricky (Graham) and Bubba 
(Shobert). My bike is faster than it’s 
ever been and they are way faster than 
I am. I'd say they have about five 
more horsepower than I do.“ 








Goss acknowledges that he not 
only has to watch out for the factory 
Hondas, but also for a number of 
non-factory backed Harleys. ‘“The 
Hondas have a double advantage in 
that they have plenty of horsepower 
and their powerband makes them 
easier to ride. Anytime you get into 
the rpm range they run their engines 
at it helps stabilize the bike in the 
turns and makes them easier to con- 
trol when you hit a bump or the track 
is rough. The momentum keeps them 
going. The chassis, with a longer, 
more massive swingarm, looks good 
on paper. On the track there are times 
when the bikes look really good and 
others when they don’t seem to be 
working. But when Ricky is riding 
the bike it always looks good and that 
should tell you something. 

“There are some really good pri- 
vateer bikes out there that are very 
quick. Last year when we were racing 
Tex (Peel) and Ricky, Tex’s bikes 
were always faster than mine. Things 
have changed for Harley. When you’re 
getting beaten by another Harley you 
don’t have to work as hard at win- 
ning as you do when a different 
brand, like Honda, is beating you. I 
don’t think we worked as hard at 
beating Tex as we could've. Certainly 
not as hard as we're working to beat 
Honda,” said Goss. 

One thing which has always been 
in favor of the privateers and others 
who don’t let the clock rule their 
work day is that Harley-Davidson’s 
racing department, like the rest of the 
factory, isa union shop. Thus, hours, 
job responsibility and many other 
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items govern what gets done. The 
fact isn’t lost on Goss. 

“The union shop is a pain in the 
butt,” he says with an emphasis on 
butt. “I don’t believe we have the 
people there to do the job it’s going to 
take to win the championship and we 
can’t afford the hours it will take. To 
make matters worse, we have people 
inside the union shop who cause 
trouble. It’s a tough situation.”’ 

While Goss feels the factory effort 
could fall short of the title, he has a 
secret weapon and a mechanic who 
doesn’t mind burning midnight oil 
on his own time. “While consistency 
has been the key for me in past sea- 
sons, I think my second best punch is 
my tuner, Brent Thompson. The way 
we work together is my strongest 
asset. Brent never gives up. He can’t 
just come up with an additional five 
horsepower by next week, but he can 
pick up a bit here and a bit there and 
pretty soon we've got a few extra 
horses. He’s got to play it that way 
and not gamble because he's got to 
keep the bike running.” 

The secret weapon? When things 
aren’t going as smoothly as Randy 
feels they should you can bet you'll 
see Terry Sage in Goss’ pit area. 
Terry, a long time friend of Randy’s 
and a former racer, offers Goss a 
sounding board and fresh, no-holds- 
barred opinions. 





“When the going gets rough like 
here at DuQuoin and at the back-to- 
back Indy Miles and a few other pla- 
ces, I get Terry to come to the races. If 
I need some honest, outside-looking- 
in help, somebody who isn’t sitting 
in Milwaukee and under the shadow 
of the union shop, I go to him. Terry 
can look at the problem and he calls 
it like he sees it. A lot of times he 
straightens our ideas out. If he can 
catch one thing we’ve missed or 
haven't thought about, it could be 
worth points which might just make 
the difference in the outcome at the 
end of the season.” 


There are still seven mile Nation- 
als torun along with two TT and two 
half mile Nationals. The TTs and 
half miles are important, but it will 
be the finishes in the mile events that 
decide who wears the championship 
crown next year. 


“The title will probably be decided 
by a combination of things,” said 
Goss. “Ricky is going to have to 
strike bad luck and not finish two or 


three miles, but maybe just blowing 
up his best engine would help a bit. 
I’m going to have to finish in the top 
three at every mile. If that combina- 
tion happens, I’ve got a shot at another 
title. I think it will be a fight to the 
finish and who ever survives, sur- 
vives.” 

Goss has heard the talk of a $100,000 
bonus Honda is offering to their rid- 
ers for the Number One plate. Last 
year, Goss picked up a check for 





$10,000 for winning the title plus a 
$10,000 raise in salary. However, while 
money is certainly a motivating fac- 
tor and he would love to have a 
chance at a whopper of a bonus, Goss 
puts money aside when the talk gets 
around to beating Honda. 

“Hey, what bothers me most,” says 
Goss with dead seriousness, “is when 
Ricky or Bubba blow by me on the 
straight on a mile. I want to win the 
championship worse than I want any 
money. Actually, Honda’s involve- 
ment has helped me because Harley 
has upped our racing bonuses al- 
though they still don’t come close to 
what the Honda riders get. I’m happy 
to see those guys making the money 
because it will probably begin to 
spread into the rest of the sport sooner 
or later. On another level, Honda’s 
hiring Ricky and Bubba opened up 
some good rides for other privateers. 

“T guess the only thing I don’t like 
about Honda’s approach to racing 
this year is that they started out the 
season by calling themselves the 
underdogs. You can’t be the under- 
dog when you’ve got that much money 
to spend on racing. If Brent and I win 
the championship it'll be something 
worth remembering for a long time. 
Beating Honda would be sweet.” 

Harley’s decision to buck the tide 
and masquerade Rotax single-cyl- 
inder, four-stroke engines in orange 
and black and call them Harley- 
Davidsons so the factory riders would 
have stronger weapons for short track 
and TTs got Goss’ overwhelming 
seal of approval. 

“That move definitely saved my 
butt. Without the change I would be 
out of the hunt. I’ve used the same 
chassis and engine combination to 
score 61 points this year. If I had to 
ride my XR750 in the TTs or the old 
250 (two-stroke) in the short tracks it 
would have probably cut my points 
in half or more.”’ 

To the casual observer, Goss always 
seems relaxed and some probably 
think he spends his time between 
races fishing, water skiing or pursu- 
ing some other leisure time activity to 
kill the time before the next National. 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. He could, but he doesn’t. The 
Michigan resident would probably 
be classified as a workaholic if he was 
a part of the normal business world. 

“Lately, I’ve been racing the Wed- 
nesday night program at Santa Fe to 
get ready for the TT National there. I 
also spend time with Brent working 
on special projects at his house when 
there’s time. In addition, I like to get 
in at least two days of training a 
week, but that’s been a problem lately. 
The running and training pays off at 
Peoria, because that’s a very physi- 
cally demanding race and it always 
seems to sneak up on you.” 

No matter how hectic things might 
be for Goss, he always has time for 
fans. They cluster around the banners 
outlining the Harley pit area before 
and after the races and ask Randy for 
an autograph or to pose for a picture 
with one of them or to tell him about 
the last race they saw him at. Mostly, 
they wish him luck and tell him they 
want to see him win the title again. 

It was no different at DuQuoin. As 
soon as Goss climbed down from the 
Harley truck, a crowd of fans, the 
oldest no more than eight or nine, 
asked for autographs. Goss, with a 
pile of race posters, obliged until it 
was time to suit up and get ready to 
race. Regardless of whether or not he 
wins the championship this year, the 
kids will be back next year for another 
autograph. And Goss will be ready to 
show them he appreciates the sup- 
port of each and every one of them. 
He’s a champion no matter what 
number graces his bike’s number 
plates and his leathers, but you can be 
sure he prefers Number One. e

Mamola wins British 
GP—by a hare’s breath!

SILVERSTONE, ENGLAND, AUG. 5 
Let’s hope that Freddie Spencer got a good 
paycheck from Laguna Seca, because going 
there and falling off could just have cost him 
the 500cc World Championship title. 


Spencer’s latest tumble came 
in practice for what was billed 
as Kenny Roberts’ last racing 
appearance on two-wheels, the 
Camel Pro Series National at the 
northern California road race course. 
With two weeks to go before the Brit- 
ish GP race, everything looked O.K. 
for a little pocket money by racing in 
sunny California, but a crash, said to 
have been caused by a brake problem 
— something that neither Spencer 
nor any of the other Honda riders 
have met before — resulted in the 
defending World Champion break- 
ing a collarbone in exactly the same 
place he had before, when he got T- 
boned in the final round of the 1982 
season in Germany. 

Honda, the Silverstone organizers 
and Spencer's growing legion of fans 
hoped that it was just a crack, and 
that Freddie would be able to race, 
but at the beginning of race week it 
became clear that not only was he a 
certain non-starter in Britain, but 
that the August 12 Swedish GP looked 
extremely doubtful too. 

If Spencer was out of both races, 





that lett only Randy Mamola with a 
mathematical chance of beating Eddie 
Lawson for the title — and that was 
only if Team Marlboro Yamaha's 
Eddie Lawson broke his 100% fin- 
ishing record. Still, the possibility 
ishing record. Still, the possibility 
was there, so Mamola became hon- 
the weekend. Considering that Mam- 
ola is nominally a privateer entrant, 
running his own team with money 
collected by manager Jim Doyle, he 
certainly seems to have been readily 
accepted into the Honda factory set- 
up. The same is true of Frenchman 
Raymond Roche. who gets almost as 
much factory support as Mamola. 
At Silverstone Mamola and Roche, 
together with Britain’s Ron Haslam, 
had both three and four-cylinder 
Hondas available, and the first 
practice sessions were spent deciding 
which model they thought was the 
best for the high-speed former air- 
field circuit. Final decisions had to be 
made on the basis of the two sessions 
on Friday, for both Saturday periods 
were affected by rain. The second was 
delayed for over an hour, while light- 
ning flashed across the sky and streams 





of water flowed across the track on 
the fast Woodcote corner. The pad- 
dock was full of talk about how 500cc 
practice sessions are the most effec- 
tive means yet of creating a rainfall. 
Like South Africa in March, where 
rain affected both 500cc practice and 
the race, Britain had been suffering 
from a drought until the motorcycle 
racers came! 

During the dry sessions, Roche 
turned in his fastest lap, at one min- 
ute, 28.80 seconds, which was good 
enough for the pole. Roche turned 
the trick aboard a three-cylinder 
Honda. Haslam, who was fifth fast- 
est, had also opted for a three-cylinder 
machine. Mamola put in fourth 
quickest time on the four-cylinder, 
and opted to use it for the race. 

Second fastest was Belgian Didier 
de Radigues on the Chevallier-framed 
Honda. He had profited by following 
Roche on his quick lap and has 
posted a time only a tenth of a second 
slower, at 1:28.90. 

Third fastest was good old Steady 
Eddie Lawson himself, completely 
living up to his reputation. 

All through the weekend, as soon 
as it became clear that Spencer was 
out, journalists and hangers-on had 
been talking to Lawson in terms of 
‘How do you feel about being champ?’ 
His answer to all of them was along 
the lines of ‘It ain’t over till the fat 
lady sings.’ Lawson steadfastly refuses 
to count his chickens until they are 
hatched, and knowing what can 
happen in motorcycle racing, you 
can't blame him. 

Another thing that you can’t blame 
him for is his careful attitude to his 
racing between now and the time that 
the fat lady does finally sing. He’s not 
going to take any chances that are 
going to stop him finishing each race 
in the top four, but it can take some of 
the excitement out of the racing, and 
some of the press and fans are com- 
plaining about it. Lawson's attitude 
is clear — he is ina position where he 
can take the championship without 





winning the remaining races, and he 
isn't going to go down the road on 
his backside and lose it all by going 
for a first place he doesn’t need. 

“If I get the championship,” said 
Lawson — and there’s a strong verbal 
underlining of the ‘if’ — “then next 
year we'll go racing and I'll show all 
these smartass European journalists 
I'm a winner. At the moment, the 
important thing is to prove I can be 
World Champion.” 

Sixth fastest in practice was Virgi- 
nio Ferrari, Lawson’s Yamaha team- 
mate, finally showing that he was 
recapturing his old form. Behind 
him came Barry Sheene, best-placed 
Suzuki rider and no doubt hoping 
that the rain which had fallen during 
Saturday's practice would return for 
the race and give him a chance to 
show his acknowledged wet-track 
skills. 

Absent from the 500cc lists were 
Kenny Roberts and Wayne Rainey, 


` both of whom had been entered by 


Yamaha when it looked as though 
Lawson might need back-up in his 
title quest. As things turned out they 
weren't required, which no doubt 
helped save the Marlboro/Agosti- 
ni/Yamaha bank account a fair 
amount. 

Another absentee was extrovert 
Italian racer Walter Migliorati, who 
got busted by Italian frontier guards 
on his way back home after the Dutch 
and Belgian GPs. Walter was charged 
with bringing a few pounds of mari- 
juana and cocaine home as a sou- 
venir of Amsterdam, and he is now 
unlikely to be a regular on the GP 
scene for a year or so. Felice Agostini, 
Giacomo's brother, was in Silverstone, 
however, in his usual role as gofer on 
the Yamaha team. The Italian police 
had picked up Felice when Miglio- 
rati had named him in a statement, 
but Walter later retracted his words, 
saying that he had just said the first 
name that came into his head, obvi- 
ously fearful for the well-being of his 
family's kneecaps if he gave genuine 
names. The Agostini family was 
unimpressed by the turn of events, 
and Migliorati now looks as though 
he could face the civil as well as crim- 
inal courts. 

Sheene’s prayers for rain went un- 
heard, and race day was bright and 
clear, with only a gusting wind blow- 
ing across the wide-open circuit to 
bother the riders as the lights changed 
and they were off. 

Mamola and Haslam have got into 
the habit of having a little private 
duel about who is going to be first 
into the first corner, and this time it 
was the Briton, cheered on by his 
home crowd, who won and led the 
first lap. De Radigues, taking advan- 
tage of his best grid position so far 
this year, was going well, and Sheene 
had the crowd’s joy complete by 
keeping in the top four just behind 
Mamola. Roche made a poor start, 
but was moving forward, and Law- 
son, never as quick off the line as the 
Honda riders, was in his accustomed 
place shadowing the leading group 
and waiting to pick them off one by 
one. 

Haslam led for the first quarter of 
the 28-lap race, but Mamola was 
behind him and Lawson was making 
inexorable progress to take third place 
behind Randy. Roche had made his 
way up to fourth, but on the eighth 
lap his Honda expired and the stocky 
Frenchman showed his displeasure 
in no uncertain terms, dropping the 
lifeless machine at the side of the 
track and giving it a couple of kicks 
to vent his feelings. 

By now Haslam was coming upon 
back-markers, and this gave Mamola 
and Lawson the chance they had 
needed to catch him and slip past. 
They were involved in their own pri- 
vate battle for the first two places 








when they came across the living 
proof that not only is Silverstone in 
the heart of the British countryside, it 
also includes a thriving selection of 
wildlife. The proof came in the form 
of a large hare which chose lap 11 to 
dash out of the fields around the cir- 
cuit and try to cross the track. The 
way Mamola described it in the press 
conference after the race, it was un- 
certain which was the most fright- 
ened, him or the hare. Luckily for 
Randy, the panic-stricken animal did 
not go under his front wheel, but he 
did catch it with his fairing, and it 
shot backwards to hit Lawson on the 
knee. Fortunately, the impact harmed 
neither rider nor did it affect the bikes 
and they were able to continue their 
battle. 

Soon after the incident with the 
hare Lawson moved into the lead, 
buta few laps later Mamola, riding at 
a full ten-tenths, was back in front. 
As the race progressed the Honda's 
rear Michelin began to slide, but 
Randy wasn’t put off. “I knew it 
would slide,” he said afterwards, “and 
I was ready for it. It looked worse 
than it felt — it was no big deal.” 
Maybe Lawson didn’t have the same 
confidence that Mamola did, for he 
dropped back slightly to hold an easy 
second place. Haslam was third, but 
he had lost touch with the two leaders 
and could not make up the gap. 

So at the finish it was another win 
for Mamola and another easy second 
for Lawson. Haslam was third, to the 
delight of his British fans, and Fer- 
rari got his best placing of the season 
with a fourth. Britons and British- 
based riders did well, with Sheene 
fifth, Wayne Gardner sixth, Rob Mc- 
Elnea seventh, and Roger Marshall 
ninth. 

In the press tent after the race, 
Leandro Becheroni, who had fallen 
close to where Mamola and Lawson 
struck the hare, tried to present one or 
both of them with the body as a sou- 
venir — both declined the offer. 

“I felt comfortable out there,” said 
Randy, “the four-cylinder ran well 
and it was a really good race for me. 
Although my chances of taking the 
title are almost non-existent, I'll keep 
trying and thinking about next 
season.” 

As for Eddie Lawson, it was sim- 
ple: “All I want to do,” he said, “is 
just keep marking up those points, 
and that's what I did today.” Yes, it’s 
not over ull the fat lady sings, but you 
won't get many bets that the one 
she'll be singing for will be Eddie 
Lawson. 


In the 250cc GP, it was the usual 
close battle. Manfred Herweh was on 
the pole with his Real after a sizzling 
1:33.26 lap in the second practice ses- 
sion. Nobody else came near his time, 
and second spot went to Jean-Francois 
Balde, who was exactly one second 
slower. The gap between Balde's 
second place time and that of Patrick 
Fernandez, who was in 27th position 
on the grid, was just two — yes, t-w-o 
— seconds! 

Wayne Rainey, supported by team 
boss Kenny Roberts, had the Malboro 
Team Roberts Yamaha in 19th spot, 
just 2.21 seconds slower than Herweh 
and 1.21 seconds slower than Balde, 
but it was only good for the middle of 
the third row of the grid. 

There was a surprise at the start 
when local youngster Andy Watts 
went into the lead on the British- 
made EMC, another of the Rotax- 
engined specials which are giving the 
Yamahas cause for concern this year. 
By the third lap reigning champ Car- 
los Lavado had taken the lead, but 
Watts was hanging in there, with a 
leading group which also included 
Balde and West Germany’s Martin 
Wimmer. For a time it looked as 
though we were not going to have the 








usual running battle at the head of 


the field, for both Herweh and point 
standings leader Christian Sarron had 
made poor starts and were some way 
back. But by the race’s half-way point 
both had caught up with the leading 
group and Herweh, who had caught 
up first, had taken over the lead. Fol- 
lowing him was a group of eight rid- 
ers made up of Sarron, Lavado, Wim- 
mer, Alfonso Pons, Thierry Espie, 
Watts, Balde, and Carlos Cardus. 

From there on it looked like any- 
body’s race, with Watts, Pons, Sarron 
and Lavado all taking turns to lead at 
some time or another. It was 250cc 
road racing at its best. Indy 500 
winner Johnny Rutherford, over to 
do color commentary for NBC’s future 
telecast in the U.S. of the Silverstone 
500cc and Sidecar races, was watch- 
ing the race on TV in the press tent, 
and the way he, a hardened motor- 
sports competitor and watcher, gasped 
at some of the overtaking maneuvers 
was as good a recommendation for 
motorcycle racing as any. 

Going into the last lap, Herweh 
suddenly seemed to have found a lit- 
tle extra, for he pulled out a few yards 
over the rest of the group. If he could 
hold it until the last corner, the race 
was his — but he couldn't. With less 


than a mile to the flag his rear tire, 


which had twitched a couple of times 
already, betrayed him completely on 
one of Silverstone’s few left hand 
bends — maybe the left shoulder 
wasn’t as hot as the right? — and his 
race was over as he rolled unhurt 
onto the grass. 

The remaining six of the leading 
group were now left with a death-or- 
glory dash to get the best position 
through the 120 mile-per-hour Wood- 
cote Corner and over the finish line 
which comes right after it. The 
winner, by a gap which the clocks 
said was 0.24 seconds, was Sarron, 
who now looks set for a well-deserved 
World Championship title. 

Second was Watts, doing his chan- 
ces of sponsorship for next year no 
harm at all, and third was Lavado, 
disappointed to be beaten by the 23- 
year-old part-time racer. 

Rainey, with an engine that gives 
less power and a rear tire with less 
than perfect grip, was only 27.48 
seconds behind Sarron. That’s the 
kind of gap which normally wouldn't 
be considered as too bad between first 
and fourth, but in 1984-style 250cc 
racing, it’s the gap between first and 
14th. e

(Boody’s memorable quote 
which appeared in this publication 
was delivered in the press box follow- 
ing the April 14 Sacramento Mile 
which Honda’s Ricky Graham won. 
Boody said, “Honda hasn’t spent any 
more money than Harley has (on 
their dirt track effort); they’ve just 
spent it in a lot shorter period of 
time."’). 

Denzer continued, “At the moment 
there is no secret engine. We are look- 
ing at some new designs but that is 
down the road. 

“Things have changed with devel- 
opment. We were willing to accept a 
win or loss to Tex Peel, but not to 
Honda.” 

While I was free to wander about in 





Harley’s racing deaprtment as long 
as I was without cameras, Denzer 
accompanied me when I took the 
photos you see here (except at the 
Wisconsin State Fairgrounds). 

Two things I was not allowed to 
photograph nor even see were the 
dyno room (When I asked to see, it 
Denzer said, ‘““There’s nothing hooked 
up, so why see it?” I couldn't change 
his mind.) and the innards of one of 
Grand National Champion Randy 
Goss’ engines which his tuner, Brent 
Thompson, was assembling.

One race has been relegated to 
support race status although it 
still retains the mantle of an 
AMA Grand National Championship 
round. The information contained 
in the release raised more questions 
than it answered. In an effort to clear 
up some of the most obvious one, we 
talked with Wayne Moulton and Bill 
Boyce of the AMA’s professional 
competition department and Ron 
Meade, Daytona’s road racing media 
coordinator. 

“It is firm that the Sunday road 
race during Daytona Cycle Week next 
year will be a 200-miler for Super- 
bikes,” said AMA’s Moulton. “At 
this time, it is strictly a one-off race. 
The 100-mile Formula One National, 
which will run on Friday of that 
week, will still be the race paying 
Camel Pro Series points. There have 
been a couple of other tracks which 
have taken a look at the program 
switch (Loudon and Road America), 
but as far as I know at this point 
nobody other than Daytona is going 
to change their program in 1985. 

“Daytona made known their plan 
to make the 200 a Superbike race for 
1985 at a meeting the AMA had with 
them and others involved in Cycle 
Week the day after this year’s 200 
(March 12),’’ continued Moulton. 
“The meeting is an annual get- 
together to discuss all the aspects of 
Cycle Week's racing and any changes 
or other items which need to be 
incorporated in the following year’s 
program. Bill and Jim France un- 
veiled their concept at the meeting 
and there has been work on it ever 
since. The planning was done together 








between the AMA and Daytona. In 
the past 30 days, because it is becom- 
ing time for Daytona to start their 
final planning for 1985, I’ve been 
working with Jim (France) practi- 
cally every day on the details. The 
press release was more or less a joint 
operation between both organizations 
and I had a copy of it before it was 
released. 

“There are a lot of pros and cons 
about the concept and it may be some- 
what risky to change a long-estab- 
lished race format like Cycle Week’s 
since the Formula One class is pretty 
much looked upon as the main event. 
On the other hand, with equipment 
availability and other things it could 
well be a sign of the future,” said 
Moulton. 

“There will be a (professional rac- 
ing board) rules meeting during early 
November and there are a few items 
which could stand looking at before 
then, but we’ve always waited until 
the end of the season so we could 
gather up all the things which need 
to be changed or revised and I don’t 
see any change this year,” said 
Moulton. 

“‘We definitely need to take a very 
close look at the Superbike rules,” 
said Boyce. “They will probably need 
some changes. As the rules stand 
now, I don’t see the race drawing very 
many foreign riders since Superbike 
rules require homologation of the 
motorcycle for racing unlike Formula 
One where there is no such rule. 
There’s still a lot of work to be done 
on the race. In my opinion, one of the 
greatest faults we have right now is 
that we’ve got too much political 
baloney and no benevolent dictator 
who can stand up and say, ‘this is 








what we have to run.’”” 

“I definitely believe the Superbikes 
are a crowd pleaser,” said Daytona’s 
Meade. “If you ride a bike you can 
relate to the class, because the bikes 
resemble street bikes, although they’ve 
been highly modified for racing. We 
hope the Europeans jump on the band- 
wagon because we want the race to 
have an international flair. We want 
a solid contingent of foreign riders in 
the race.” 

When asked if a purse structure 
had been finalized yet, Meade replied 
it hadn't. “The Daytona 200 is the 
premier race of Cycle Week and will 
have the largest purse as it always 
has,” continued Meade. Last year’s 
(Formula One) Daytona 200 purse 
totaled over $100,000 with the win- 
ner’s share at $15,000 before qualify- 
ing, lap and contingency money. 
The Superbike race paid $7,350 to 
win. “A purse in the $40,000 range is 
a safe speculation for the Formula 
One race in 1985,” said Meade. 

Concern about purse money and 
what was the biggest payday in U.S. 
Formula One racing aside, the for- 
mat change for the Daytona 200 sent 
a lightning bolt through the rider/ 
tuner/sponsor ranks. Next year will 
mark the introduction of new machin- 
ery rules for Formula One with the 
class open to 500cc two-stroke GP 
bikes, 750cc four-stroke multi-cylinder 
machinery, 750cc two-stfoke machin- 
ery manufactured before 1980 
(Yamaha's TZ750) and a maximum 
displacement of 1,000cc for twins. 
The change effectively turns the 
1,025cc four-strokes which make upa 
formidable portion of this year’s 
Formula One grids — after they were 
obsoleted from the Superbike ranks 
with the introduction of 750cc max- 
imum displacement two years ago — 
into very potent street bikes or very 
expensive conversation pieces. The 
680/695cc hybrid Yamahas Kenny 
Roberts and Eddie Lawson rode in 
this year’s Daytona will also be out in 
the cold. 

“Looking at this year’s Formula 
One fields it is safe to assume we 
would probably have no more than 
12 true Formula One 500cc GP bikes 
for next year’s races,” said Boyce. 








“That means the bulk of the field, as 
it is this year, would be made up of 
riders using other machinery to fill 
the ranks. One of the problems with 
our racing is that we shouldn’t havea 
class where a rider can use worn out 
machinery from another class to fill 
out the field. Even with the rule 
change we're still in that same situa- 
tion and that leads to having to run 
timed practice and taking the 25 fastest 
riders in order to eliminate riders on 
uncompetitive machinery. Formula 
One is only the premier class because 
we call it that. At this particular time, 
if there was a change in the rules 
regarding Formula One, I believe 
owners of current 500cc two-stroke GP 
bikes could find a favorable market 
for them in Europe and probably do 
no worse than breaking even on a 
sale.” 

Should a rules change of some sort 
be implemented in Formula One it 
would not take effect until the 1987 
season. . 

Another interesting development 
is the formation earlier this year of a 
promotional group that hopes to 
turn (basically) U.S.-style Superbike 
road racing into an international ser- 
ies, with the ultimate goal of World 
Championship status. Steve McLaugh- 
lin, former Superbike racer as well as 
former manager of Honda’s early 
U.S. road racing efforts, along with 
Britishers Chris Carter and Bruce 
Cox are behind the project. The basic 
rule structure for the proposed series 
would be a modification of AMA 
Superbike rules. 

Reports in the foreign press called 
the idea “ambitious,” noting pro- 
posed races included ones in the U.S. 
(Daytona), South Africa, Japan and 
Macao with a possible three-race 
program in England as well as others 
in Italy, Germany and Holland. 

Daytona’s Meade acknowledged 
that the decision makers at the Speed- 
way had heard of the McLaughlin 
organization, but said they had not 
been contacted concerning racing at 
Daytona. “We at Daytona — the 
France family and the Daytona staff 
— have always supported the AMA 
and will continue to do so,” said 
Meade. e

Peterson tops 
Montana C’ship 
hillclimb

Team Honda’s Kerry Peterson 
added the Montana State Hill- 
climb Championship to his 
list of 1984 victories. 


America’s oldest established hill- 
climb drew upwards of 5000 specta- 
tors and 150 entries despite rainy 
weather throughout the day. World 
class riders from six states and Can-

The 500cc class got underway first, 
with Peterson setting the time to beat 
on his American Honda/Nipponden- 
so/Tsubaki/Hi-Point/Too-Tech/ 
Uni-Filter/Richter/KRW-backed 
CR500. The difficulty of this year’s 
hill was quite evident as Peterson and 
Doug Beer, Canada’s top-ranked en- 
try, were the only two 500 riders to 
clear the top. 

Peterson’s 11.983 was good for the 
win and Beer’s Lethbridge Kawasaki 
filled the second-place slot with a 
13.09 roost over the top. 

Open class machinery took to the 
hill next with less success; only Can- 
ada’s Ken Long managed a successful 
climb to the top in 17.60 seconds. 
Jerry Richter’s 170-foot ride gave him 
second-place money. 

Midday entertainment was provided 
in full force with 33 Unlimited bikes 
being run two rounds back to back 
before the State Championship, 

Peterson provided the crowd with 
the most dramatic ride of the day in 
this class, as the throttle stuck on his 
nitro-burning 200-bhp Harley dur- 
ing the first run. After a bullet-quick 
ride through the bottom and middle 
section of the hill he finally brought 
the bike out of its wide-open mode 
and stopped it just short of the crest. 

A quick repair of the throttle link- 
age brought him back for his second 
attempt, in which he blasted the hill 
in 10.50 seconds to claim top honors. 
Steve Stith came through with a 12.85 
hill-topping ride for second and Mon- 
tana’s Dave Svenvold took third. 

Advanced class competition for the 
State Title had the twelve top riders 
of the event that transfered out of 
their respective classes go back for 
two rounds of additional climbing to 
determine the 1984 champion. 

Peterson, as in the other classes, set 
the pace to beat, with a clean 14.17 jet 
over the top on his Honda. When the 
two rounds were complete it was still 
Peterson holding fast time, and claim- 
ing his third state title, with Doug 
Beer, Doug Sherburn and Steve Stith 
turning in great rides to fill out the 
top four.

Head strong at 
Donner trials

Montesa rider Scott Head made 
it two wins in a row by taking 
the Masters class in the Volume 
VII trial, the second round of 
the Donner Summer Trials Series at 
Donner Ski Ranch. 

Head dropped only four points all 
day to top the runner-up in the Mas- 
ters class, fellow Montesa pilot Kipp 
Webb. The contest was not exactly 
close; Webb had 33, 13 better than 
that of the third placer, Kevin Norton 
from southern California. 

Trial master Sky Archuleta and 
crew laid out a 10-section loop that 
was ridden three times and featured 
lots of variety, as well as the famous 
Donner granite. A few of the Experts 
questioned the sanity of a pair of 
drop-offs in sections five and nine, 
otherwise there were few complaints. 

The only sanity that really needed 
questioning was that of Expert class 
winner Howard Galbreath, who rode 
the entire trial — drop-offs and all 
—with no rear brake. Galbreath fin- 
ished with 31 points, having to rely 
solely on his front brake and com- 
pression release after his rear brake 
was destroyed when a sprocket bolt 
loosened. Back after a two-year retire- 
ment, southern California’s Paul 
Webster took second with 42. 

John Tewes led a closely contested 
Amateur class with 60 points, two 
fewer than were tallied by Ken Nick- 
erson and four fewer than Art Webster. 

Hilary Muskatell grabbed his se- 
cond Novice A win of the series with 
a healthy 17-point margin over Randy 
Dolenes. The finishing order in the 
Senior A class was also the same as 
the previous round. However, the 
two events bore little resemblence as 
Ken Maracek’s margin of victory grew 
from one point to 15 over Steve 
Muskatell. 

The Novice B finishing ladder was 
quite close with John Myler (34) 
winning over Dane Nickerson (38) 
and Steve Siler (39). In the Senior B 
class Dick Hamar took a repeat win 
over Bob Sorenson.

off the corners than Labrosse’s, and 
Busby and Work would gamble on 
another jet change before the final. 

“Its hard to pass on this track,” 
said Greene as the riders took to the 
grid for the start of the F-2 final, 
scheduled for 21 laps of the 1.876- 
mile course. ““The last lap’s gonna be 
crazy.” 

Busby led again at the start of the 
final, but Labrosse sailed past three 
or four riders braking for the first 
turn on the second lap, and took the 
lead. From there it was Labrosse’s 
race — all he did was increase his lead 
every lap. 

It was different behind. Busby 
coasted to a halt almost immediately, 
arm upraised: His Kobas had seized. 

Franklin was second, just ahead of 
Londono, Steward and Greene; then 
it was Greene, Londono, Franklin, 
Steward. 

Londono’s bike was the fastest of 
the four, and he’d gain on the 
straighter sections, Steward and the 
rest running it in closer entering the 
simple back-section of the track. 
Franklin has the most experience on 
the track of any of the four, and he 
could make up time where the others 
could not; his bike, a combination of 
TZ250H and TZ250J parts tuned by 
Dave Harold and sponsored by Mo- 
torcycle Works, Renton Yamaha and 
Quadrifoglio, wasn’t as quick, but 
was close. 

Steward lost ground on Londono 
and Greene and Franklin, perhaps a 
second or a second-and-a-half, then, 
just as quickly, Steward was right on 
Franklin. The leaders were lapping 
slower riders now; Labrosse 12 or 15 
seconds ahead, Londono and Frank- 
lin and Green and Steward swapping 
places. At one point, two laps in a 
row, Franklin almost got around 
Londono in turn three, the pair seem- 
ing to touch, nearly side-by-side 
through the turn, but Franklin just 
not quite getting even before right- 
hand turn four. Greene and Steward 
bumped each other a few times; ano- 
ther time Franklin was left a few 
seconds behind in traffic, but he 
caught up. 

It came down to Londono and 
Greene for second place, Greene out- 
braking Londono at the end of the 
largely-straight back-section, leading 
through a left-right-right onto the 
straight and. across the finish line, 
Londono repassing by the end of 
front straight, which surely is close to 
a mile long. 

Second from last lap: Steward has 
drifted back behind Londono-Greene 
and Franklin, and catches lappee 
Michel Pellerin in turn three. Ste- 





ward tries to sweep around him, but 
Pellerin’s line is wide, and he runs 
even wider at the exit. Steward is forced 
off the track and bounds across the 
grass and dirt, feet flying as his Yama- 
ha crosses bumps and dips. He saves 
it, turns around and gets back on the 
grass, both in-a-hurry and leery-of- 
crashing-in-haste. He'll finish fourth. 

Meanwhile Andrew Price battles 
McDonald for fifth, stuffs past be- 
tween turns two and three, taking 
chances, riding as hard as he can. 
McDonald motors back past. They 
reach the final right, and McDonald 
slows as he approaches a lapped 
rider. Price stuffs it underneath Mc- 
Donald and hits the lappee, who 
crashes; Price runs off the track. Mc- 
Donald will finish fifth. 

Last lap. Londono leads in the 
back section and must gain enough 
ground on Greene to hold him off at 
the end of the back straight, where 
Greene figures he’ll pass to lead 
through the last corners and across 
the finish line, just as he has the 
preceeding handful of laps. 

Londono gets into turn four deep, 
locks the front wheel for an instant, 
and crashes. He runs to his bike as he 
loses positions, riders passing him as 
he struggles with his Yamaha. He 
pushes, he jumps on — but it is no 
good, the bike won’t run. Finally he 
gives up, leans the machine against 
the barrier. 

Labrosse wins, Greene second, 
Franklin third. “It went good,” La- 
brosse tells the press afterwards. “I 
was surprised on the second lap — I 
looked behind on my left because I 
always look to my left. There was no 
one there, so I looked to my right, and 
there was no one there either.” 

There was never anyone there; this 
was Labrosse’s race. He turned a fast- 
est lap of 1:15.61, off the 1:15.3-1:15.5 
pace he had set in practice on his Moto 
Plan Insurance/Shoei/Dunlop/ 
Castrol/Champion/CKOI-radio- 
sponsored Yamaha. Labrosse thanked 
his mechanics, Stewart Shaw and 
Top Bossisioand said he was looking 
forward to the rest of the season. His 
bike was working well, Labrosse said. 
He had the confidence in his machine 
and riding that he lacked earlier in 
the year, he told the reporters. e
